BRITAIN’S SONS ADD

HAIG’S COMMUNIQUE ENCOURAGES ALLIES.

LONDON, April 27.—Although the Germans have pushed | 
out onto the Ypres plain a few hundred yards in the last twenty- 
four hours, the tone of Field Marshal Haig’s communique encour- 
ages the British and French. Their armies in the field have stif- 
fened their defense considerably and fresh ptoquemnante are now 
offering stiff resistance at all points. 

The British troops holding Pilkem Ridge east of Ypres are in 
much the same position as they were preliminary to the withdrawal 
from Passchendaele Ridge when the Germans took Neuve Eglise 
and Bailleul. Haig says that the British hold Voormezeele after 
prolonged fighting and that a heavy attack on the ridge and wood 
a mile southwest of Voormezeele and a half mile east of Dicke- 
busch Lake, in front of the place of that name, was beaten off.

“To the north of Wytschaete we 
advanced as far as the southern 
border of Voormezeele.

CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma, Wash.) 


| April 27.—More than 300 men of 


the new draft were sent through the 
medical specialists’ building of the 
mustering otfice at Camp Lewis to- 
day as a preliminary to their en- 
trance into the military activities of 
the National Army. It is on this ex- 
amination and the second examina- 
tion in the musterin office later 
that the definite acceptance into the 
service or the discharge for physical 


disability rests, and there is little 
chance for a man with something 
vitally wrong with his anatomy to 
escape the attention of the doctors.

rejections have run from 12 to 16 
per cent., officials say. 

Prov isions for limited service men 
and greater care in the examination 
by district and local boards is said 
to be responsible for the decrease 
in rejections.

four and one-half to nine and one- 
half miles an hour. They were 
heavily armed with machine guns 
and with liquid fire throwers. The 
third type was a very heavy tank 
called the “landkreuzer.” The Ger- 
man tanks Were maneuvered in 
squadrons in command of a major. 

The use to which they put their 
tanks was diametrically opposed to 
the British theory of tank warfare. 

The British tank was orginally de- 
Signed to use against the German 
pillbox forts and concealed machine 
guns, 

Some time last year, the Germans, 
to s0me extent, abandoned the idea 
of defending heavily fortified ditches. 
They defended their trenches lightly, 
but at intervals along the line 
erected tiny forts of concrete called 

“pillboxes.” In these they placed 
machine guns. When the british 
rushed the German trenches, they 
found them lightly defended; but 
found themselves under a withering 
enfilading fire from these concealed 
pillbox guns. The invention of the 
tank enabled the British to search 
out these concealed machine guns, 
as well as otner German batteries 
and flatten them out. 

The British always use their tanks 
out in advance of the infantry. 

The purpose to which the Ger- 
mans put their new tanks was this: 

As the British line retired under 
the pressure of overwhelming num- 
bers, some of the plucky ‘Tommies 
fave Way less easily than others. 
Here and there in a wood, or behind 
a wall, or in a village street, a little 
band of them would hold out, fight- 
ing a delaying action. 

The German infantry paid as lit- 
tle attention as possible to them: 
they followed close on the heels of 
the retreating men and left the 
tanks, following along behind, to 
atiack these left-behind islands of 
defense. 

In other words, the British use 
their tanks to go ahead of the in- 
fantry; the Germans send the 1n- 
fantry first and follow the second 
wave with the tanks. 

But we are getting ahead of our 
story. Several days before the of- 
fengive began the British knew, 
through their intelligence depart- 
ment, that the Germans had moved 
ten divisions down from Flanders to 
the St. Quentin sector; four divisions 
from Lorraine and one from Lens. 

They even knew that the Germans 
had twice fixed dates for the offen- 
sive to begin; twice postponed the 
big battle. They were waiting for 
a misty, clouded morning when they 
could bring their artillery up to the 
trenches without detection. 

On the morning of March 21, in 
a heavy mist, they came over the 
top. 

GERMANS ALL DRESSED UP. 


With his never-failing instinct for 
theatricals, the Kaiser had made it 
a grand affair. Many of the German 
infantrymen were fitted out with 
brand new uniforms. The officers. 
particularly, of the fashionable cuard 
regiments, wore fine chamois silk 
Bloves. It was, to say the least, a 
very spiffy affair. 

One of the first sights that met 
the eyes of the British troops was a 
regiment of the First Grenadier 


Man's Land. Marching at the head 
Was a supercilious but elegant Prus- 
sian officer with a walking stick with 
Which he poked at the barbed wire 
entanglements: with the contemptu- 
ous air of a dandy poking at a nest 
of ants. 

The British Tommlies met the ad- 
vance, fighting like tigers: but the 
numbers were overwhelming. Rough- 
lv speaking, there was a German di- 
vision to every battalion of TFritish 


troops. 

On the sector where the fizhting 
first began, the Germans had a 
picked “shock division” to every 


1500 or 2000 yards. It Is estimated 
that the Germans hada piece of ar- 
tillery every fifteen yards along the 
entire St. Quentin sector. 

The machine-gun fire of the Ger- 
mans was ,simply terrific. The 
British Tommies met it with rifte 
fire. In the first fights, experts re- 
marked upon the very poor rifle 
shooting of the German infantry; 
but their machine-gun fire was ir-| 
resistible. 

Terrible as it was, the British 
Tommles welcomed the fight. It 
meant, for them, a new phase of 
the war. It meant that they could 
stop fighting in ditches and get out 
in the open. It meant that it was 
no longer an artillery war; the in-. 
fantry has come back to its own. 


“They came in crowds,’ wrote 
ene of the correspondents of a 
London daily newspaper. “They 


came On in utter disregaPfd of the 
artillery fire that was tearing them 
to pieces. Wherever possible, thev 
marched along the roads, 
oblivious of the fact that they thus 
became targets.” 
UNPARALLELED HEROISM. 
As the Germans came over the 
top, the Tommies came tearing, into 
the fight. One of the great thrills 
of this battle is the story of the 
Britishers who hurried into the 
fracas. Many English soldiers were 
on leave and were at the channel 


ports waiting for their steamers to 
go home. Hearing the battle, thev 
turned back and many walked all 
the way from Calais to rejoin their 
commands. 

One regiment, eager to get into 
the fight, performed a deed of 
prowess without parallel in military 
history. It marched eighteen hour: 
at a stretch from its station, get- 
ting to the battlefield at nightfall. 
It fought all that night and half the 
next day. The following night and 
all the next day it dug ‘trenches 
and fought. 

But no matter what their cour- 
age, even the’ British Tommies 
could not stand against the odds. 
In some places on the battlefield 
they were a one to ten minority. 
At no sector were the odds less than 
two to one against them. 

It has been estimated that the 
Germans had eighty divisions in the 
field. 

The tenacity with which the Brit- 
ish held out, however, spoiled the 
carefully frepared and  oft-re- 
hearted plans of the German Gen- 
eral Staff. 

The whole point of the German 
plan of attack depended upon the 
closeness with which the artillery 


The little bunches of RBritishers 
who held out, here behind a wall 
and there behind a hedge or on a 
woode hill, seriously interfered 
with this plan and made the losses 
of the Germans very much heavier 
than they had planned for. These 
forlorn little groups of heroes har- 
assed the German artillery until 
it was unable to stick to the coat 


tails of the infantry as had been 
planned. 
Some of these rear-guard ac- 


tions will live forever fn song and 
story. For instance, there was Aa 
battalion of mill hands from Man- 
chester. In a previous battle near 
St. Quentin a regiment from Man- 
chester had defended a hill so val- 
fantivy that in their honor, it had 
been named Manchester Hill.

There wasn't room to 
turn the car around except by back- 
ing. The officer jumped out of the 
ear with the machine gun, planted 
it behind a wall and held off the 
whole darned German army while 
the private turned the car around; 
then he jumped back in. with his 
machine gun ‘and they escaped with 
a sputter and a cloud of dust. 

Another Canadian armored car 
ran into the Kaiser's Grenadier 
Guard, whicn was marching haught- 
ily along with a captured British 
field gun. The Canadians drove full 
tilt into the midst of the Kaiser's 
most famous regiment, stirred them 
up like a chepful of chickens. Some

The townspeople, in 
their homes left the most piteous 
notes pinned to the doors and shut- 
ters begging the soldiers not to ruin 
their homes. 

To the eternal credit of the Brit- 
ish let it be said that the tired Tom- 
mies slept in stables and under 
hedges, in hen houses and dog ken- 
nels: the empty houses of the peas- 
ants were not molested. 

As the British fell back, the front 
lines came to the headquarters 
where their generals were directing 
the battle. In several instances these 
staff headquarters lingered too long. 
In more than one case a British 
general had to take a rifle and fight 
with his Tommies to escape capture 

The correspondents give very 
graphic descriptions of the flitting of 
these headqu&arters—these brains of 
the army. 

They found the generals and their 
staffs in the kitchens of peasant cot- 
tages and.in the great halls of 
French chateaux. One general was 
even forced to take up his official 
residence in a glass conservatory 
with field telegraph lines running in 
through a broken window pane. . 

In every headquarters the gcene 
was the same—rows of cool, ‘calm 
young officers working with colored 
crayons and maps at long rough 
board tables. Piles of telegrams 
were spiked in front of them. Every

It was like a big railroad office 
but with even less excitement and 
confusion.

FEAR CAMOUFLAGE. 
BY CASPAR WHITNEY.

PARIS, April 27.—Holland’s re- 
ply to the German demand for the 
right of way for sand and gravel 
shipments is awaited with much con- 
cern in the western war zone. Far- 
sighted students familiar with Ger- 
man ambitions believe that the im- 
pulse behind it is more deep and 
concerns Antwerp and a German- 
controlled outlet to the sea, and that 
it reveals an actual intent towards 
Belgium. 

The Boche feels that it “a shinies 
enough and the need sufficiently 
urgent for them to play cards long 
arranged and concealed.

ish and French onewall holds 
them exhausted and beaten. 


NO NEW IDEA. 

The Essen-to-Antwerp railroad is 
no new thought. I heard it behind 
the German lines in 1915 discussed 
as part of the programme for con- 
nection in the future with Belgium. 
Whether Holland elects to observe 


neutrality or to suffer the fate of 
Belgium, the time is ripe and I ex- 
pect soon to hear the Allies’ decla- 
ration to the little nations assuring 
them of future restoration and in- 
tegrity. That declaration is too long 
delayed. It would have been an in- 
valuable aid, especially in the near 
east, and will now heartily stiffen to 
win the southern and Adriatic Slavs 
and other oppressed peoples who 
have been subjected by the Haps- 
burg dynasty as an instrument of 
German domination.

But, great as would be the loss of 
the channel, it would not mean the 
defeat of the Allies.

The time may.come in this battle 
when a comparatively small force 
may decide the whole war. Ger- 
many has no American reserves. 
She must win a crushing victory 
this year gr make peace, 

Austria ‘will undoubtedly strike at 
Italy next month, the Bulgara may 
hit at Macedonia while the Turks 
are far from finished. All of the 
Central Powers are out for a clean- 
up. But what happens in France 
will decide the war and the decision 
is still many months off. 


By one of those “back to the wall” 
stands for which they have been 
famous in this war, the Franco- 
British forces have saved the situa- 
tion in the Ypres sector from turn- 
ing into an immediate big success 
for the Germans after the loss by 
the Allied forces of the dominating 
peak of Kemmel. 

Had the enemy been able at once 
to develop his success in the Kem- 
mel sector, as he attempted to do, 
the result probably would have been 
disastrous to the Allied troops in 
the Ypres salient. The’ British, 
however, held firm against the at- 
tacks, which lasted all day south in 
the neighborhood of Vroomezeele, 
two miles south of Ypres. The 
French were equally firm in defend- 
ing the line in the sector of Locre, 
west of Kemmel, protected by the 
heights of Mont Rouge and 
Scherpenberg. 

Thus, the enemy was brought to 
a standstill for the time being. and 
Saturday morning did not bring 
with it the resumption of his infan- 
try attack. He was assumed to be 
preparing for a renewal of the as- 
sault, however, while the Anglo- 
French forces were establishing 
themselves more firmly for the de- 
fense of the hill positions lying back 
of Mont Kemmel, at whick tt is 
said Gen. Von Arnim, commanding 
the German army in the Ypres sec- 
tor, will next strike. The next day 
or two probably will decide whether 
the Allied command will attempt to 
cling to Ypres and the aalient which 
encircles it in the face of the threat 
to the immediate rear of the Ypres 
positions. A British withdrawal 
from the salient has been predicted 
by the military although 
the British War Office has declared 
such a move was not necessarily 
forced by the loss of Mont Kemmel. 

ALLIES CONFIDENT. 


The military situation in Flanders 
as a whole does not seem to be a 
particularly happy one from the 
Allied viewpoint.

TELLS STORY OF GERMANS, IN 
UNIFORM, BEING NEAR AT 
HAND, STUDYING MAPS.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Mark 
Requa, Fuel Oil Administrator, to- 
day served notice on attorneys for 
claimants of oil rights in naval re- 
serve No. 2 in California, that unless 
they could agree with the govern- 
ment before two weeks on a bill 
to permit production in the reserve 
to begin immediately, he would 
recommend to the President to com- 
mandeer the land and have the liti- 
gation settled later. 

Bernard Baruch, chairman of the 
War Industries Board, who was 
present at the conference, said that 
if such a step became necessary, he 
would suggest that the entire fuel 
oil industry of the Pacific Coast be 
taken over by the government. 
PAPER MEN PLEAD. 

[BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, April 27.—A dele- 
gation of Pacific Coast publishers 
and paper manufacturers, at a con- 
ference today with Chairman Ba- 
ruch of the War Industries Board, 
asked that the government assure 
an adequate supply of fuel oil to 
keep paper mills running. The 
na‘’y’s demand for fue! oll has re- 
duced the amount available for pa- 
Per mills, and the delegation de- 
clarea steps would be necessary if 
paper industry is to be kept 
ne. 

The delegation also called on Sec- 
retary Daniels to learn how much 
fuel oil the navy can spare for the 
paper industry. 

MAY STOP INDUSTRIES. 

[RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Secre- 
tary Daniels was informefi that a 
careful survey of the situation has 
led to the conclusion that by next 
November or December the stock of 
fuel oll on the Pacific Cast would 
be so far reduced as to make neces- 
sary the discontinuance of large in- 
dustries. The remedy proposed was 
the throwing open of naval reserve 
oil lands in order that production 
might be greatly increased. 

Mr. Daniels expressed his unalter- 
able opposition to this remedy, but 
said his approval had been given to 
pending legislation which would put 
the oil reserves of the navy under 
the President's supervision, to be 
used as he thought best in cases of 
shortage. 

Secretary Daniels previously had 
stated his willingness to open the 
reserves to production, if a suitable 
bill could be agreed upon to protect 
the interests of the government and 
those of persons legally entitled to 
leases in the 32,000 acres, regarded 
as the richest remaining tract of 
undeveloped oil land in the world. 
The only alternative to legislation is 
for the President to take over the 
land under the Lever act and begin 
production as a national necessity. 

Further conferences will be held 
next week between attorneys for the 
litigants and reprecentatives of the 
Fuel Administration in an effort to 
reach an agreement, failing which 
it is expected Mr. Requa will take 
action to increase the output of fuel 
oil by having the government order 
production in the naval reserve 
lands. 

Mr. Requa and the attorneys for 
the claimants were brought to- 
gether by a delegation of Pacific 
Coast newspaper publishers, who 
said their only interest was to stim- 
ulate production of fuel oil suffi- 
ciently to overcome the shortage 
which they asserted was rapidiy 
approaching a famine. Paper mills 
on the Coast have been threatened 
with the necessity of closing down 
——— of inability to obtain fuel 
oil.

5 AIM TO STEM STRIKE.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—An ef- 
fort to prevent a nation-wide strike 
of paper mill workers, called for 
May 1, will be made by the National 
War Labor Board wher it meets 
Monday, members of the board an- 
nounced today. P. T. Dodge, presi- 
ident of the International Paper 
Company, will represent the manu- 
facturers, and J. T. Carey, president 
of the International Mill Workers 
and John P. Burke,*president of the 
Sulphite and Pulp Workers,’ will 
represent the workmen at the hear- 
ing. 

The present wage scale for em- 
ployees of paper mills expires May 
1, and negotiations for a new scale 
have been retarded by discussion 
of a price for print paper which Is 
to be fixed by the Trade Commission.

Sixth Army in the 


Somme and the Ayre already 
has been the scene of very 
heavy fighting, and Germans 
have made many attempts to 
gain possession of the angle 
between the rivers for the profit 
of his subsequent operations. 
The fresh attempt which he 
made on Wednesday, last, gave 
him both Hangard and Villers- 
Bretonneux. He took the former 
from the French and the latter 
from wus. Hangard, down in 
the little valley of the Luce, is 
wv useful bridge-head for the 
enemy when he has it, but the 
French remain in possession of 
the high ground to the north of 
it, though they lost Hangard 
Wood. 

More important was the Ger- 
man attempt to capture. the 
hills west and south of Halilles 
on the left or west bank of the 
Avre including Senecate Wood. 
This attempt failed and so long 
as the French hold this angle 
between the Avre and Noye, the 
position in this sector is secure. 

The German attack on Villers- 
Bretonneux, held apparently by 
one British division, was carried 


out by at least four German 
divisions, namely, the Fourth 
Guard, the Seventy-seventh, 


the Twenty-third and the Two 
Hundred and Forty-third. All 
of these, except the Seventy- 
seventh, which a new arrival, 
were in the attack of March 21. 
These four divisions overpow- 
ered the defense with the as- 
sistance of some tanks of a new 
and large type, and obtained 
complete possession of the 
town, whch occupies a domi- 
nating and important position 


between the Somme’ and the 
Avre. 
RECONQUERED. 


The British army commander 
on this front determined to re- 
conquer the ground and  ef- 
fected his purpose before the 
enemy had time to make him- 
self comfortable. The night at- 
tack of the Australians was a 
splendid performance, and by 
morning, the whole village was 
won back and the Germans 
were gradually cleared from 
other points in the neighbor- 
hood. The Fourth Guard Divi- 
sion will now be returned to 
Von der Marwitz in a much 
shattered condition, and if Von 
Hutier is pleased to renew the 
attack he will have to find 
fresh troops to carry it out. 

The position of the Allies in 
these sectors is for the mo- 
ment secure. The German 
north has 
meanwhile shown ae strong 
disposition to renew its as- 
saults upon our  Givenchy- 
‘Robecq front, but has not 
hitherto engaged his infantry 
in any serious manner. Von 
Arnim’s Fourth Army, on the 
contrary, has displayed strong 
forces on the Wrytscheate- 
Bailleul front and after fierce 
fighting, lasting ‘throughout 
Thursday, established its hold 
on Kemmel Hill. 

Field Marshal Haig men- 
tioned yesterday afternoon that 
fighting was still going on at 
Dranoutre, Kemmel and Vier- 
staate, so that the retirement of 
the Allied troops had not at 
that moment proceeded to any 
length. If we have to admit the 
loss of Kemmel Hill, the next 
height to the westward igs Mont 
Rouge, where the enemy should 
be held up until affairs in the 
Ypres sector ere straightened 
out. In the Kemmel fight, all 
the German divisions noticed at 
Neuve Eglise again figured, and 
with them was the new arrival, 
the Fifty-sixth Division. 

GERMAN ADVANTAGE. 

One of my reasons for dis- 
agreeing with Bonar Law’s op- 
timistic forecast of the German 
offensive before it began was 
the war cabinet appeared to un- 
derstand nothing of the German 
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manner of fighting, or of the 
advantages of initiative, 


Baron von Ardenne, now one® 
of the best German military 
critics, dealt with this subject 
in a recent number of the Tage- 
blatt. He showed that a de- 
fender could not be strong ev- 
erywhere, especially when com- 
mitted to the defense of a front 
several hundred miles long, The 
attacker. on the other hand, 
could appear with a superiority 
of men and guns on a battle 
field which he had chosen, and 
if he had the advantage of sur- 
prise and had stronger artillery 
than his enemy at the decisive ~- 
point. he had every reason to 
expect a decisive success, 

These are the advantages 
from which the enemy is now 
profiting. to our detriment, 
while all that the war cabinet 
thought of was aggregate num- 
bers, and even here they were 
wrong. if Ludendorft and Von 
Ardenne are to be believed. 
Both have said that the Ger- 
mans are stronger than the Al- 
lies, and Von Ardenne con- 
temptuously describes Lioyd 
George’s statements about num- 
bers as untrue. 

ALLIES OUTNUMBERED. 

It is certainly the case that 
wherever we have fought since 
March 21 we have been out- 
numbered. These causes are 
correctly stated by Von Ar- 
denne, but the war cabinet of 
civilians who ignore military ad- _ 
vice cannot be expected to un- 
derstand them. Nor can we 
help it now that ovr losses 
should be severe. Prompted 
perhaps by Lloyd George's well- 
known sentiment, Sir Archibald 
Geddes in his first speech in the 
House of Commons gave sol- 
diers a rare lecturing about cas- 
ualties, and went so far, if I re- 
member right, as to say he 
would not retain office if we suf- 
fered heavy losses any more. 

The comment which I had to 
make on that lecture was that 
the assailant regulated the cas- 
ualties, and that, while I hoped 
Hindenburg would attend to 
Geddes's lecture, I felt no con- 
fidence that he would. 7 

A civilian has a hazy idea that 
if one sits in a trench and does 
not attack, one does not suffer 
loss.

Call for Overseas Work Comes 
Thence by Cable. 


Confer with Temple Church 
Officers at Once. 


Message Today from ‘Men at 
Camp Lewis. 


‘Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher, pas- 
tor of the Temple Baptist Church, 
has been urgently requested by the 
International Young Men’s Christian 
Association War Work Council to 
go to Europe. The Y.M.C.A. coun- 
cil located at Paris has cabled the 
war work council at New York City, 
asking it to send over Dr. Brougher 
and two or three other men special- 
ly selected for the definite purpose 
of delivering a message of cheer 
and inspiration to the American 
troops in England and France and 
Italy. 

The message from New York says: 
“Never before has there come a 
call for this special definite work. 
It cannot fail to stir you. We real-

“Germany has acquired more ter- 
ritory by the us@ of subtle propa- 
ganda than she has by military con- 
quest,” Maj.-Gen. Swinton § said. 
“There is no part of the British em- 
pire where Germany has not tried 
to foment trouble with the natives. 
The only plot that was successful 
was in Singapore, India, but this 
was quickly esquelched. Evidence 
has shown that German agents laid 
in a supply of ammunition in East 
Africa, which has allowed guerrilla 
warfare to be carried on there for 
three years. All this~ must have 


places I have found the insidious 
workings of German propaganda. 
Tiere in America you are just awak- 
ening to it, but you will be better 
off when every branch of your na- 
tional life that is not 100 per cent. 
American is uprooted.” 

WORSE THAN TURKS, 
Gen. Swinton gave details of some 
of the atrocities which had come 
under his personal observation, 

“The Turks are civilized com- 
pared to the Huns,” he said. “Only 
one instance has come to our 
knowledge where any particular 
branch of the Germany army has 
not committed some outrageous act.

“When we were in the battle of 
Loos we had to retreat and icave 
forty-ane men and an officer who 
were wounded.

“That is the kind of a nation we 
are fighting and that is the reason 
that all civilization is pledged to see 
to it that the pé tors of these 
crimes receive their deserts.” 
GREAT BRITAIN’S WORK. 


Speaking of the work of the Brit- 
ish armies, Gen. Swinton said that 
from an army of 100,000 in 1t914 
there are now under arms for Great 
Britain over 7,500,000 men. Of the 
navy, he said that it had transport- 
ed across water 30,000,000 men, all 
told, and 25,000,000 tons of explo- 
sives. 

‘“BRefore 1914 the national debt of 
England was about $22 per head,” 
he said. “A few months ago a cen- 
sus was taken and this debt has in- 
creased to $665 per rson. War 
is an expensive thing, but if it takes 
every dollar that can be raised in 
the world it will be well spent if 
Germany is beaten. 

“In our advance last year we had 
a seven-day preliminary bombard- 
ment and the first six days spent 
ammunition valued at $43,000,000. 
On fhe seventh day we used $20,000,- 
000 more.” 

Frank O’Dell, who spoke before 
Gen. Swinton, made an urgent plea 
for a more efficient patriotism and 
admitted that before 1916 he was 
a pacifist, but, like Henry Ford, 
now heart and soul in the work o 
winning the war.

His 
body was recovered at 2 o'clock this 
morning.

For For the War. 


WOULD MUZZLE ~ 
STEFFENS’ KIND. 


District Attorney Flays Such 
Propagandists. 


Their “Subtle Poisoning” is 
Peril to Nation. : 


Texas Society Told of Danger 
of Anarchism. 


Speaking before 600 members of 
the Texas Society at their annual 
picnic yesterday at Sycamore Grove, 
Dist.-Atty. Thomas Lee Woolwine 
severely criticised all anarchists, 
pacifists, and in particular Lincoln 
Steffens, the writer and lecturer 
who was prevented by the police 
from giving an address in San 
Diego Friday evening. 

“Steffens represents a type of 
plausible, curiously sincere, but ut- 
terly ‘dangerous anarchist,” Dist.- 
Atty. Woolwine said. “His kind 
camouflage the term anarchist by 
calling themselves ‘philosophical 
anarchists’'—whatever that may 
mean. He tells us that he does not 
stand for violence, nor the destruc- 
tion of the government, nor of con- 
stituted authority by forge, and yet 
that is the very thing that his utter- 
ances beyond doubt indicate and by 
his conduct he gives aid and com- 
fort to those who outrage and seek 


to destroy all governmental  au- 
thority. 

“While professing to in 
the Christian sentiment of ‘Peace 
on earth, good. will to men,’ he is 
the ready champion of the 
dynamiter and the revolutionist. 


For years he has taken an affection- 
ate interest in the ‘boys’ who put to 
death by the foulest methdd of as- 
sassination twenty innocent labor- 
ing men in a newspaper building in 
the city of Los Angeles. 

“Shortly after the arrest of David 
Caplan and Mathew A. Schmidt, 
both of whom were accused at that 
time with the McNamaras of the 
murder of the men, Steffens jour- 
neyed across the continent, saw me 
in my office and implored me not to 
try the cases, but to allow the de- 
fendants their liberty. I was 
amazed at his sincerity and earnest- 
ness In advocating this preposterous 
course. He actually broke down 
and wept in the excess of his emo- 
tion, pleading the cause of the 
“‘boys’—the dear dynamiters who 
had done nothing worse than to as- 
sist in the assassination of twenty 
human beings. 

“I answered Steffens to the effect 
that I looked on the defendents as 
cold-blooded murderers, and that I 
would use every power at my com- 
mand to convict them.

TREND OF POLITICAD THOU GHT 
AND ACTION. 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 

The Liberty Loan drive having 
neared its finish, the Stephens camp 
is getting very busy, and by the mid- 
die of May the organization will be 
in full blast. It was . announced 
some time ago that the Stephens-for- 
Governor Club would wait until 
after the completion of the loan 
drive before doing any active work. 
This was done for the reason that 
the committee did not want to di- 
vert the attention of the people from 
the big business of raising money 
for Uncle Sam. 

The death of Mrs. Thomas 
Hughes, wife of the chairman of the 
organization, also put a damper on 
the committee. The hosts of friends 
of Mr. Hughes, in all parties, have 
been extending sympathy in many 
ways. 

Mr. Woolwine, who has been in 
Imperial and San Diego counties, 
has not permitted his campaign ac- 
tivities to interfere with the loan 
drive, but has been going about 
quietly, making two points for the 
war and one for himself. 

I believe there will be some more 
candidates for Governor before the 
end of May. Mr. Hayes of San Jose 
has not vet perfected his State or- 
canization, but is still makin a 
quiet campaign. While he is thus 
engaged, other reguiar Republicans 
are casting about for a man who 
might be a Moses. 

Cc. C. Young’s deliberate attempt 
to make it appear that the “united” 
Republican party is behind a Steph- 
ens-Young ticket is making regular 
Republicans pretty sore. <A har- 
mony ticket, they argue, would be 
one containing a regular Republican 
instead of two candidates who 
haven't been what you ae call 
regular. 


The situation in the Ninth Con- 
gressional District is unique in the 
politics of our time. The battle cry 
of a majority of the people of the 
district is “anything to beat Ran- 
dall.”" The doom of that wobbly 
sister is apparent, and it is general- 
ly conceded that any strong and 
straight Republican nominated at 
the primaries will beat him. 

At the same time the Republicans 
are anxious to nominate a strong 
man who will be not only a credit 
to his party, but to the State. So 
far, S. W. Odell is the only Repub- 
lican who has come out, and he is 
not generally regarded as a Repub- 
lican for the reason that he has al- 
ways been identified with the’ pro- 
hibition end of politics. However, 
he is regarded as superior to Ran- 
dall, and a great many Republicans 
are supporting him upon the theory 
that Randall must be beaten with 
a dry candidate. 

The Ninth District is Republican, 
but divisions in the party have al- 
lowed Randall to win the Repub- 
lican nomination, and that of every 
other. party as well. This year every 
Republican of the district, and many 
Democrats, as well as members of 
other parties and no parties at all, 
are determined to beat Randall. 
They will do it with the Republican 
nominee. 
hope that many 
seek the nomination and thereby di- 
vide the vote at the August pri- 
mary. It is not likely that such a 
thing will happen. 

There are several Republicans of 
prominence in the district who are 
being urged to make the _ race. 
Among them is Fred ©. Fairbanks 
of South Pasadena, who is an able 
and clean Republican. Friends of 
Luther Brown, an attorney, want 
him to run, and attempts are being 
made in the east end of the dis- 
trict to get I. L. Lostutter of Po- 
mona to try once more. The effort 
to get Dr. John Willis Baer into the 
fight failed, but it had the effect of 
emphasizing the need of more rivalry 
for the nomination. 

It is probable a district conference 
may be called to unite upon one can- 
didate who will go against Randall 
in the Republican primary. If 
harmony shall ensue from such a 
meeting, and there is no reason why 
it shouldn't, Randallism is doomed.

* NEEDS OFFICERS. 


MORE STUDENTS SOUGHT FOR 
FREE NAVIGATION SCHOOL 
HERE. 


Increasing demand for «fficers in 
the merchant marine is bein felt 
as the result of the large number of 
new ships being put into commis-. 


Board, according to word received 
yesterday by the Chamber of Com- 
merce from Farnham P. Griffiths, 
chief of recruiting for the Pacific 
Coast. Mr. Griffiths not only urges 
that all men who have had sea ex- 
perience enroll as students in the 
free navigation school in the old 
Los Angeles High School building, 
but declares that it is a patriotic 
duty for qualified men to enter the 
service for at least the period of 
the war. 

The government offers a free 
course in navigation in order that 
qualified men may be equipped as 
rapidly as possible to take their 
places as officers in the merchant 
marine. The course may be com- 
pleted in six weeks in the day class, 
owing to the longer hours of study, 
while the night class requires three 
months. The student has the ad- 
vantage in the latter, however, of 
pursuing his usual occupation during 
the time he is preparing himself for 
an officer’s license. 

Men in good health who have had 
eighteen months’ or more practical 
experienca at sea are éligible as 
students. Applications may’be mad 
at the Chamber of Commerce or t 
the instructors in the old Los An- 
geles High School building. Scores 
of Los Angeles men have been grad- 
uated since the school was. ¢stab- 
lished and now are doing their bit 
on ships scattered in all parts of 
the world. An officer’s berth in the 
merchant marine at this time is par- 
ticularly attractive, according to Mr. 
Griffiths, because of*the fine quar- 
ters, excellent food and high pay.

THE “FUN” BEGINS. 


“After we had gotten past the 
lines about ten miles, the anti-air- 
craft guns began to open up on us 
and then the fun began. first 
their range was a way off and I 
thought the black specks were Ger- 
man machines, but as they began 
getting our range there wasn't any 
mistaking what they were; When 
the shells break they make little 
round clouds of pitch black smoke 
and as they shoot up a sort of a 
barrage, these black puffs He on 
the air around your machine just 
like flocks of black ducks. Some- 
times they would break below us, 
sometimes above us and then on the 
side, but we kept going right on. 

“After traveling for about an 
hour we got to our objective, which 
was a railroad junction and I had 
the pleasure of pulling the trigger 
for the first time and § watching 
about 600 pounds of bombs drop 
down on it. 

“As soon as we turned back we 
discovered four Boche machines 
trailing, but as we were too strong 
for them, they hung back jand 
waited for some poor lame duck to 
Airop out of the formation. By this 
time I had been standing up in the 
back seat for two hours and it was 
pretty cold in all that wind... I 
could feel my nose beginning to 
freeze, but I was too busy watc « 
the Boche to be able to take re 
of it. I had Mrs. Tanner's helmet 
on under my cap, but it didn't cov- 
er my nose and cheeks. 


BATTLE IN THE AIR. 


“The Boche didn't come very near 
to our part of the formation, but 
my friend was in a machine that 
was having a hard time to keep the 
altitude and once when they (my 
friend) got about 3000 feet below 
us the three Boche machines ed 
up and they had a little battle, but 
no damage was done. 

“The anti-aircraft or the 
(‘archies’) as well call them kept 
right after us all the time, and at 
times they broke so close that you 
could hear the air rush by you with 
a terrific ‘woog-u-f; woog-u-f;’ and 
the plane avould rock up and down 
for a short time. 

“It looked good to see the line come 
into sight.again for all our troubles 
stopped as soon as we got across and 
we were soon piling down on the old 
home ground like a flock of ducks 
into a lake. My face was covered 
with ice when I got down and that 
night my nose, chin and cheeks be- 
gan to turn black. For about a 
week I was a sorry looking sight 
and my nose worried me for a day 
or 80, but it is quite well now. 


NIGHT WITHOUT SLEEP. 


“That night my friend didn't 
show up at dinner as his machine 
had to make a forced landing just 
this side of the lines. The French 
captain told me to be ready at half- 
past six in the morning to go out 
again, so I piled int& bed pretty 
early, but the bombardment going 
on at the front was unusually heavy 
and I didn’t get much sleep and by 
morning it was terrific. Got a quick 
breakfast and at seven was out on 
the field ready to go, but a fog held 
us up until 10 o'clock. 

About an hour after starting we 
were just at the line of trenches and 
there was so much artillery smoke 
that 1 couldn't see the ground. Just 
as we got up there my pilot turned 
around and said that the engine 
wasn't working right and that he 
was going back. The engine seemed 
to be working all right as far as 
I could see, but back we went. We 
should have gone southeast to get 
hack, but he insisted on going 
south. I tried to convince him to 


go southeast, but as he didn’t speak 
much English he wouldn't be con- 
vinced.

He didn’t circle 
the field to give it the once over, 
but came right in. Just as he was 
coming on the field he discovered 
a road with telephone poles that 
ran across it and he had to raise 
to get over it. 
GREETED BY FRENCH. 

“By this time he was so low he 
had to land and so high that he had 
to drop quick and I though sure 
we were going to smash right in 
the woods. He hit the ground with 
a Smash, a wheel blew up and we 
plowed into the ground. ,We didn’t 
get a scratch, but I was relieved to 
get out as we were still carrying 
our 600 pounds of bombs. We were 
fortunate to have landed right near 
a camp of French Chasseurs and 
they treated us great. We stayed 
there two days when a machine 
flew over with a wheel and a ma- 
chanic to fix us up. . 


“IT suggested to the French Weu- 
tenant that he have the mechanic 
ride back with him as he (the 
lieutenant) felt that his engine 
wasn’t working right. He thought 
it was a good. idea and so I crawled 
in with the French sergeant. We 
no sooner got un in the afr than 
a fog began to roll by and although 
we were traveling off of mv map, I 
felt we were going too far east, 
but the pilot didn’t think so. We 
finally had to land to get our 
directions and although it turned 
out that I was right, yet we had 
run out of gas and had to put up 
for the night. 

“We had landed back of Verdun 
at the edge of San Sermaize. All 
the buildings in this city had been 
burned by the Germans early in the 
war, in their search for French of- 
ficers,. and about the only building 
standing was a beautiful chateau 
and it was in this chateau that we 
were billeted for the night. 

GERMAN RUTHLESSNESS. 


“Never slept in quite as gorgeous 
a room before. The next day I 
got a good view of how the Ger- 
mans had burned the city and it 
can’t help but make a person fight- 
ing mad to listen to some old French 
woman tell how they went into her 
house, piled all the chairs on top 
of the table. broke &@ lamp over the 
Pile and set fire to it. They have 
all built little shacks near the ruins 
of their former houses and are at 
least living on the same ground. 

“Got back to camp the same day 
and returned home a few days 
afterwards. Before you get this 
letter expect to be up and at it 
again, for when I got back here 
I learned that they are going to 
send my friend and two others out 
from the instruction staff with the 
first bombing squadron permanently 
so if you read about it you will 
know that T am there.

a pitch.

“As a matter of fairness,” the 
Liano Publications, formerly the 
Western Comrade of local Socialistic 
fame, sends out from Leesville, La., 
a letter, inclosing presa matter for 
the new Liano colony established at 
Stables, La, and asks that space be 
given this material in newspapers, 
including The Times.

“My wife and I lived in the Liano 
colony in California,” says Mr. West, 
“and I found the colony life very 
pleagant and comfortable. I would 
have enjoyed the fr om from the 
worry and wear of odern indus- 
trial Mfe thoroughly if it had not 
been for the continual dissensions 
traceabie to Mrs. West. 

“We moved with the rest of the 
eolonists to Louisiana. On our ar- 
rivai here she began causing more 
trouble than ever. It was a relief to 
me when she quit and ieft for Cali- 
fornia.”

Total for Los Angeles is Still Under 
Twenty Millions, with Six 
More Days 


HE following statement was issued yesterday by Henry 8. 

McKee, chairman of the Liberty Loan Committee: 

“Two thousand _men and women in ‘this city have not sub- 
scribed as much as they ‘are able to. Although they have subscribed 
from $500 to $2000 each, it is not enough considering what they are 
able to do. The $4,000,000 deficit in Los Angeles. must be faced at 
once, and upon these citizens the responsibility for a large portion 
must rest. It is to these people that the appeal is now made to go 
to their banks at once or to Liberty Loan headquarters and make 
an additional subscription proportionate to their means. 

“A boy taken in the draft gives up an average salary of $780 
per year and receives from the government $360 per year. He thus 
makes an actual money sacrifice of $420 per year. He may be crip- 
pled, gassed or killed.

Los Angeles starts off on the last 
lap of its Liberty Loan drive bright 
and early tomorrow morning with 
the task of raising $4,000,000 be- 
fore the sun sets next Saturday.

The 
official figures given out yesterday 
by the Liberty Loan Committee for 
Southern California were as follows:

Sist us in raising funds for the re- 
lief of the civillans in the devas- 
tated countries. | | 

“There is no remuneration for any- 
One engaged in this work started 
by the American Women’s Hospitals. 
Days and days have been given! 
fratis by physicians in the East to 
this work, and the West is looked 
upon to do its part. Not a cent is 
spent on anything outside of sta- 
tionery and postage, and by arrang- 
ing for frequent centers of informa- 
tion established all over the State, 
We propose to make this a minimum 
expenditure.” 

In France, where there are few 
women doctors, towns and villages 
have been left without a doctor 
within a radius of 100 miles in many 
places, and a great many of the 
hospitals outside of the war zone 
have been long closed down since 
the medical men were all neces- 
sary at the front. Among the lower 
classes in France, conditions are de- 
plorable, for they have small know!l- 
edge of how to care for themselves. 


GOVERNMENT AID. 


The French government has 
agreed to take care of this hospital 
to be equipped be the American 
Women's Hospitals, once it is estab- 
lished. Our own government has 
not accepted the services of the as- 
sociation as yet, although they are 
wiving it such assistance as is pos- 
sible. The British medical 


went ahead and now have a line of 
hospitals run by women alone, over 
there in the ravaged regions of Bu- 
rope. 

The Scottish women have a string 
of eleven hospitals. The civilian re- 
lief work these hospitals have ac- 
complished, brought the British gov- 
ernment to their feet with a salute; 
now the medical staffs of the Eng- 
lish and Scottish Women's Hospitals 
in France are appointed by the.War 
Office and these staffs are graded 


tiand paid according to rank, though 


none of the medical women is com- 
missioned, since a commission can- 
not be held by women under the 
present Army Act of Great Britain. 
Discussing the attitude of medical 
women in this State, toward the 
forming of this six-weeks' old or- 
ganization, In California, Dr. Nellie

REASON FOR MOVE. 


“The American Medica] Women's 
Association, of which Dr. Gertrude

SHOW ENTHUSIASM. | 

“The fighting element in San 
Francisco want Federal recognition 
first, whereby the government wil!

But this is not the time for 
argument, and the enthusiastic let- 
ters, some accompanied by checks, 
from medica] women in all parts of 
the State telling of their willingness 
to help, shows which way the wind 
blows. 

“In Los Angeles county, medical 
women number about 100 regulars. 
Each woman stands ready to offer 
her services where most needed. 
Practically every medical woman 
who wishes to go to France must 
have the recommendation of the 
American Medical Association. The 
days when society women fiitted 
across the Atlantic is past. 

“It was with grateful appreciation 
that the French government an- 
nounced their acceptance of the first 
mobile hospital unit composed en- 
tirely of women. This is a dis- 
tinguished honor for the American 
women. There is to be a hospital 
of 100 beds established near the 
fighting front where the women and 
children are in pitiable need of 
medical attention. In addition to 
the base hospital, there will be a 
auxillary unit which 
will operate over a wide territory. 

is will consist of a well-equipped 
motor truck and kitchen trailer. It 
will go to the very edge of the fight- 
ing line, and will act as a traveling 
dispensary. 

A MODEL HOSPITAL. 

“The hospital for which this $300,- 
000 drive is to be made all over 
the United States, is to be a model 
of its kind, with every working per- 
son in it a woman. In times of 
emergency the unit will extend its 
activities to caring for wounded sol- 
diers. Dr. Caroline Finley, who is at 
the head of the unit, is director of 
obstetrics in the New York In- 
firma@ry for Women and Chfidren, 
in New York City. 

“The expenses of a bed in the 
hospital for one year will be $1500, 
and anyone who wishes to have one 
named for a child or any other per- 
son as a memorial, may have ea 
nameplate attached. 

“The American's Women's Hos- 
pitais is having packed and cased 
for shipment, a $3000 motor lab- 
oratory, which has been designed to 
meet the great neéds of the hos- 
pitals in Serbia. 

NO SEX FRONTIER. 

“The splendid relief work of the 
English and Scottish women's hos- 
pitals in Serbia, Belgium, France 
and Corsica had its beginning with 
Mrs. Sinclair Stobart of England, 
who is the most distinguished wom- 
an in war service in the world to- 
day. Mrs. Stobart. Rad sbught to 
eet free for servicé, women physi- 
cians and surgeons. She could ob- 
tain no recognition from the Brit- 
ish authorities, who argued that as 
women take no share in national de- 
fense, they can receive no military 
recognition in time of war. 

“Undaunted, Mrs. Stobart or- 
ganized the Women’s Convoy 
Corps and trained the members in 
camp sanitation, trench life, and 
even to trench digging. In the Bal- 
kan war in 1912 and the great war, 
the work of Mrs. Stobart will go 
down in history. : 

“At a meeting of the American 
women’s hospitals, Mrs. Stobart de- 
clared that what women desired 
was the privilege of working for the 
service of mankind, and not for the 
giory of womankind. She quoted 
the Germans as having said that 
humanity stops at the frontier. If 
that were true, she said, the only 
thing to do would be to demolish 
the frontiers, and with them th 
frontier of sex.”

Even 
the kitchen sink and wash basin 
were not overlooked secret hiding 
Places. 

The arrest of the pair Was A 
clever bit of detective work on the 
part of the deputy sheriffs. While 
working on the Vernon murder- 
robbery case, the officers “tapped” 
the telephone wire leading to Miss 
Christensen's apartment and also the 
wires of several other women. By 
listening in on certain fonversa- 
tiona they learned sufficient to war- 
rant the arrest of Dial and the

CORONER'S INQUEST. 

‘The Coroner’s inquest, at which

MT. SAN JACINTO, 
THE GROWLER. 


BY W. H. MARQUIS, 

I spent the greater part of the 
Summer of 1877 tn the San Jacinto 
Mountains. My companion was an 
intimate friend, a young man by the 
atterson, now a real 

ent o Angeles. 

Leaving our homes near the coast 
On the 4th of June, and traveling by 
easy stages, for we had both been ill, 
we reached the foot of the mountain 
on the afternoon of the 7th. 

Our way lay through the Santa 
Ana Canyon, thence across the 
brush-covered tract of land inhab- 
ited by the road-runner and the 
Jackrabbit, the site of the future 
city of Corona. From the quiet little 
Village of Riverside we drove over 
the Box Springs road out upon the 
great barren plain beyond, bare of 
vegetation, for 1877 was a dry year. 
Entering the San Jacinto Valley, we 
Baw dead cattle on every side, while 
poor, emaciated beasts gathered in 
little bunches around the water 
holes. A little store kept by a Rus- 
sian stood, I believe, on the _ site 
of the present town of San Jacinto. 
At some distance west of it, in the 
edge of a belt of cottonwood tim- 
ber, was a postoffice. There were a 
few scattered ranch houses. 

Fortified by a hearty breakfast 
eaten by the light of a camp fire, 
clear light found us making the as- 
cent of the ‘‘old grade,” a very steep 
and dangerous road. We had sight- 
ed some portions of the grade at a 
distance the day before, and meet- 
ing a man along the way ventured 
to inquire if it was steep. “Steep,” 
said he, “why, it’s so steep that in 
places it war over.” Our big team 


of blacks was not used to mountain 
climbing, and it took us five and a 
half hours to cover the two and a 
quarter miles of grade. It was the 
8th of June. To this day you will 
find old settlers who can recall the 
great dust storm which swept over 
the country clear to the coast. As we 
rested our horses and ate our lunch 
before driving on into Strawberry 
Valley, we looked down and out 
upon the great rolling clouds of dust 
driven by a desert wind, and_con- 
gratulated ourselves that wel were 
not fighting our way acr the 
open plain. 

Strawberry Valley was one of the 
most beautiful spots it has ever 
been my good fortune to visit. 
primeval forest had not then been 
marred by the destructive hand of 
man, Lovely groves of symmetrical 
fir trees, clumps of shapely cedars, 
great sugar pines, thelr droop!) 
branches hanging full of -.clusters 
of long, slender cones covered with 
drops of clear wax that glistened 
like diamonds in_ the bright sun- 
light. There were stately oaks, acres 
of manzanita bushes with their red 
berries, secluded glens filled with a 
luxuriant growth of fer wild 
roses and many varieties of flowers. 
Wild strawberries grew along the 


tumbling down the mountain sides. 

In those days the mountain was 
full of game. Bear, mountain lions, 
deer in droves, foxes, coveys of 
mountain quail, and literally thous- 
ands of beautiful timber squirrels. 
The woods were full of wild cana- 
ries, 
bluejays and many other kinds. 
Striped chipmunks played hide and 
seek among the rocks, while rattle- 
snakes were s0 numerous that we 


number we killed. Even now, after 
the lapse of forty years, I can close 
my eyes and in fancy hear again the 
softly sighing zephyrs perfumed with 
the fragrant odor of the pine, the 
music of the waterfall, the barking 
of the squirrels, the drumming. of 
innumerable woodpeckers as they 
drilled holes in the big pine trees 
for the storage of acorns, and the 
once-heard - never - to-be - forgotten 
b-2z-z-z-z of the disturbed rattler. 

Our first camp was made about a 
mile up the valley from the present 
resort called Idyllwild. ‘Near us two

It was 


liff, were building a sawmill with . 
a failure, and twenty years later I 


hunted up our old camp and saw 


‘|the few rotten remains of the great 


wheel. 

Our second camp was located in 
“Little Strawberry” a mile and a 
half north of the main valley .and 
about 200 feet higher. This was, 
in 1877, the prettiest spot in the 
mountain. It contained about eighty 
acres carpeted with a luxuriant 


growth of mountain grass. Scat- 


tered over this verdant meadow 
were some very large yellow pines, 
one old monarch measuring almost 
ten feet in diameter. At the east- 
ern end of the meadow close to a 
clump of cedars, was a spring of 
water said to be the finest in the 
mountain. It was beneath these 
fragrant cedars that we made our 
camp and from this spring of cold 
water that we drank our fill. 

Many times have I journeyed to 
the old San Jacinto Mountair 
which I learned to love despite its 
internal growling. Many times in 
the quiet of my camp amid the 
whispering pines there would come 
to my ears the dull, subterranean 
rumble followed by a quivering of 
the solid earth. Sometimes it 
sounded not unlike the deep rojl of 
distant thunder, and again ore 
like a sudden, heavy explosion. .In 
the summer of 1885 while camped in 
Little Strawberry I experienced a 
decided shock and heard distinctly 
the booming sound that preceded it 
by a second or two. 

Twice I climbed on foot from the 
valley to the summ® and back to 
camp the same day. The first time 
was in July, 1882. Mr. W. W. Hales- 
worth of Santa Ana accompanied me 


and we took back to camp some 


snow from one of the big gorges 
hidden from the sun’s rays on the 
north side of the peak. 

In the summer of 1896, Mr. L. D. 
West, now residing near San ° 
and myself went up the Tauquitz 
trail and down to the extreme east- 
ern end of the Tauquitz Valley, 
where it breaks off abruptly into 
great gorge’ leading down to the 
desert far below. Before leaving this 
wildly picturesque spot we made the 
ascent of the Tauquitz peak, the 
south side of which appears to have 
been blown owt by some mighty 
convulsion in ages past. 

After grumbling and growling for 
no one knows how many years, old 
San Jacinto on Christmas morning 
1899 had a spasm. | was living in 
Beaumont at the time and will never 
forget the sinking, swaying, shak- 
ing and twisting movements. It was 
a regular conglomeration of mo- 
tions, and ‘through it all was a 
grinding, rumbling sound which was 
terrifying. The towns of San Ja- 


cinto and Hemet both suffered. Light} 


shocks continued for a month aft- 


Now, after an interval of over 
eighteen years, the old mountain 
has issued a second warning to the 
people who live near its foot. What 
it may do next time, no one can 
foretell. Earthquakes are no re- 
specters of communities. I may 
make another trip to the old grow!l- 
er this coming summer, but shall 
eontinue tful 
distance.

FAVORED LLOYD GEORGE. 


When it became manifest that 
Premier Asquith could no longer re- 
main at the helm as Prime Minister 
there was great curtosity and much 
anxiety to’ cast the horoscope of his 
successor. Sir Edward Grey had a 
strong following in the Unionist 
party; Winston Churchill was in the 
ascendant in the Liberal party; Lloyd 
George was the recognized head of 
the Labor element, and Bonar Law 
seemed to be the logical compromise 
candidate between the contending 
factions. 

But clear-headed Sir Maxwell 

Aitken, upon whom knighthsod had 
n conferred, and a close friend of 
Law, being convinced that the labor 
element. would not be satisfied with 
any one but the little Welshman who 
had been adding to his reputation by 
the vigor with which he handled the 
munitions contracts, 
and Churchill to support ‘Lioyd 
George for the Premiership, and 
feo tmito his Cabinet for ballast in 
the ship of state. 
To translate this Parliamentary 
cataclysm into terms of war: It was 
Lord Northcliffe, with his great 
newspapers, that launched the great 
offensive against the Asquith Minis- 
try. But it was Maxwell Aitken, 
behind the scenes, who stormed and 
carried the trenches. 


THE “CONCRETE PEER.” 


It was a@ great achievement and 
young Aitken got the credit and his 
reward for accomplishing it. Hav- 
ing made part of his fortune on the 
other side of the Atlantic in cement, 
the wits dubbed him the “Concrete 
Pier.” But he went into the House 
of Lords to use his persuasive pow- 


‘|ers in harmonizing the disgruntled 


elements of that restive body. When 
he entered Parliament a new world 
became his. He made few speeches, 
but whenever the people wanted 
something done they somehow went 
to Max Aitken. Yet he did not ex- 
ploit himself, but purposely _§re- 
mained in the background, and he 
is said to wield an astonishing politi- 
cal power today. 

Lord Beaverbrook owns the 
Daily Express in London, which 
gives him a voice; he is fntrenched 
in British business where he 
great commercial prestige, and he 
sits in the House of Lords where he 
can give free expression to what is 
in his mind. He is a natural orator 
and at times speaks like one in- 
spired. 

A little more than a month ago, 
there was an animated discussion in 
Parliamen® over the appointment of 
so new and young a person as Lord 
Beaverbrook to the mportant post 
of Minister of Propaganda, where 
so much depended on the successful 
administration of that office. A 
question of propriety was raised as 
to the fitness of a newspaper pro- 
prietor filling that position. 

HIS PROPAGANDA WORK. 

In making the appointment to 
perform the. neeessary propaganda 
work, Premier Lloyd George _re- 
marked, that Lord Beaverbrook, 
had, as Maxwell Aitken, at the re- 
quest of the Canadian government, 
organized a Canadian propaganda 


— it was acknowledged, was the 


of.work of the 
hind on the Allied side. The Prime 
Minister of the Dominion gave the 
Warmest recognition of the services 
he had rendered in that work. 

Mr. Chamberlain, a skillful de- 
bater and _influential member, criti- 
cised the Prime Minister for appoint- 
ing newspaper men to positions 
where they would have access to 
sources of information that should 
he kept from the public, but which 
they would naturally be anxious to 
ude in their own journals. But he 
would admit that some of the criti- 
cisms of Northcliffe, as Director of 
Publicity, were “ridiculously over- 
done.”’ 

Mr. Hughes, a plain-spoken man, 
criticised the appointment of Lord 
Beaverbrook because some of the 
Canadian journals had accused 
him of not being amenable to Dr. 
Johnson's charge of “over-scrupu- 
losity.”’ 

Mr. Dalztel thought that propa- 
ganda work was one of the most im- 
portant weapons of the war and 
had hitherto been neglected by the 
British government. He believed 
that Bulgaria and Turkey were lost 
to the Allies on account of such neg- 
lech, and the position in Russia 
would have been different iff there 
had been sufficient propaganda 
work. 

LLOYD GEORGE'S VIEW. 
Premier Lioyd George, having 
listened to the various frank and 
candid comments regarding his ap- 
pointments and the duties required 
of officials, In the best of temper, 
said that the real point is: “Shall 
newspaper proprietors be excluded

We want competent men for 
propaganda work. Where shall we 
find any more suited to collect and 
disseminate news than among the 
newspaper fraternity?

“From the point of view of mere 
news organization, Lord Northcliffe 
is a man of genius; he is one of the 
ablest news organizers in the whole 
world. Is not that exactly what we 
want? Again, when we were on the 
lookout for a man to organize a par- 
ticular department, I think we were 
right from what we have heard that 
he did in Canada, tn selecting Lord 
Beaverbrook. There is no doubt at 
all about the success of the Canadian 
propaganda. It was a very remark- 
able piece of work. He was the 
first man to break down the War 
Office rule against explofting achieve- 
ments of unfts in the army. And who 
does not applaud him for that? He 
was also the first man to realize 
and to utflize the film and the cin- 
ema for propaganda purposes. And 
this was done so wel] that it ad- 
vertised the valor of the Canadian 
troops throughout America, and it 
was done without any expense to the 
Canadian government. There is no 
doubt that he is a man of exception- 
al organizing ability.”

‘be worked in green lazy-daisy stitches 
for the leaves and outlining for the 
stems, a color for the flower leaves 
worked in a fiat eatin stitch, With a 
yellow French knot for the center. The 
large wreath in the center will have the 
addition of a circle of dots and dashes 
repeating two of the colors used in the 
squares, ,The lines which inclose the 
border of dots may be outlined or 
couched with threads of two colors, 

I suggest the following color scheine: 
Blue (delf) to outline the squares, black 
for the four small stitches and yellow 
for the French knot; green for the 
leaves and stem of the wreaths, violet 
for the flowers, yellow for their; cen- 
ters; couch the Blue and yellow together 
on to the two lines of the border with a 
thread of black, and fill in the dots 
alternately with violet and green; the 
center wreath will be surrounded with 
blue dashes and yellow dots worked 
solid or with French knots. Of course, 
these wil! all be worked in mercerized 
cottons which will wash easily with the 
proper care. 

Now for the edge. A neat lace will 
make a pretty finish, especially if the 
searf is to be used in a bedroom on 
dressing table or bureau. The crocheted 
edge, if blue with an extra picot of 
black, will set the scarf off too. Then 
there are three fancy buttonholings 
given which may repeat the colors of 
the embroidery. The one with the little 
equares inclosed between wide blanket 
stitches will use blue for the blanket- 
stitching and black and yellow for the 
equares; the next ome calls for a suc 
cession of groups of three blue stitches, 
either overcasting or buttonholes, and 
a running thread of biack between 
them; the last is a crowsfoot of two 
blue stitches inclosing a third of black, 
again either buttonholing or overcast- 
ing. In each case a smal] hem is turned 
before the edge is embroidered.

The Century Co., 
Among those who have rendered 
great individual services to the Al- 
lied cause in the present war against 
Prussianism, Louis Raemaekers 
takes a high place. Maximilian Har- 
den said of him when he had made 
only a few drawings: “He is worth 
to the ,Allies at least two army 
corps.” And he has been worth 
much more, for he has brought be- 
fore the civilized world, through the 
medium of pictures—that most_prim- 
itive and effective means of educa- 
tion—a poignant realization of those 
great and terrible factors of organ- 


jugated before any complete and ra- 

The collections, in book form, of 
Raemaekers’s cartoons have hereto- 
fore been expensive, and, conse- 
quently, have been beyond the 
financial reach of many who other-' 
wise would have owned them. Con- 
sequently, it gives me pleasure to 
report that the Century Company 
has just issued a moderate-priced 
collection. The present book is the 
first volume in a series of four which 
will constitute a kind of pictorial

The history of Raemaeckers’s rise to 
international popularity and fame is 
in itself a stirring romance, with 
German stupidity playing the part 
of the naif villain. The cowardly 
machinations of the Teutonic Sga- 


j which any country has suffered in; 


narelles did much to bring about 
this cartoonist’s tremendous vogue, 
but Raemaekers would, no doubt, 
have come sooner or later into his 
own even had the German propagan- 
dists been wise enough to ignore 
him. For his work has undoubted 
merit of a high order: its effective 
ness is not alone due to its super 
ficial characteristics, but primartly, 
I believe, to its intellectual capacity 
for seeing things deeply and clearly. 

Raemaekers, though a Hollander, 
adheres to the best French tradi- 
tions in the art of caricature. He 
belongs to that immortal family 
which was sired by Daumier and 
which later set Paris by the ears in 
the works of Degas, Toulouse-Laut- 
rec, Forain and Louis Legrand. He 
is a clever and at times spontane- 
ous draughtsman, and he is suffi- 
ciently plagtic in technique to 
change his style to fit the subject. 
He knows, too, how to attain a max!i- 
mum effect by a rigid economy of 
means. His pictures are not over- 
crowded with details; nor are his 
figures “tickled up” with the con- 
ventional and meaningless hashures 
of shagings. Yet nothing is left to 
the imagination in the sense of 
realistic suggestion. His drawings 
are complete in this regard; and, be- 
cause they have been thought out 
intelligently and concisely, they suc- 
ceed in producing an impression 
which is both stimulating and last- 
ing. 


Raemaekers the rare 
quality of honesty coupled with 
The American and 
the English cartoonist often fails be- 
cause he does not face facts and 
portray realities uncompromisingly. 
He balks at horrors and atrocities, 
and, when dealing with human na- 
ture, softens and ameliorates traits, 
or, if he proposes to be vindictive, 
he exaggerates and vulgarizes. Rae- 
maekers, to the contrary, adheres 
to actuality, no matter how pain- 
ful it may be, and, by so doing, 
drives home his point by that most 
terrible of all weapons—the naked 
truth. 

The time hag come for courage 
and truth, for an acceptance of fact; 
and only by seeing and 
the hideousness of the forces set 
against us will we be able to master 
strength sufficient for their dissipa- 
tion. For this reason Raemaekers’s 
work is of enormous educational 
value. It has already had its un- 
doubted effect; and now that it fs to 
be issued in moderately-priced vol- 
umes, with an orderliness which will 
give it cohesion and continuity, it 
should find an even larger field of 
influence.

Many subjects, both serious and 
trivial,’ furnish material for com- 
ment, and the less serious the sub- 
ject-matter the closer this modest 
philosopher comes to the truth, His 
observations on art and morality, 
for instance, are indicative of noth- 
ing so much as his lack of accurate 
information. The day has passed 
when intelligent persons are willing 
to accept so superficial and purt- 
tanical a dictum as: “Art, unin- 
formed by morality, soon degener- 
ates into lust.” And there is no 
more need for such questionable 
pieties as: “The triumph of re- 
ligion is the elimination of self and 
self-love.” Furthermore it seems 
rather gratuitous in this day to an- 
nounce that “ a baby is a very mar- 
velous phenomenon.” Yet it {s of 
just such mellow doctrines that 
Quivis’s book is composed. 

Quivis apparently is a Londoner, 
and his book is an importation from 
the Bodley Head. But since the

SOME HINTS ABOUT WRITING. —

RITING may be regarded as a 
trade, a profession, or an art. 


| | It is useful in all. these 


phases. ‘There ig a certain amount 
of every-day writing that is required 
as a staple, like oatmeal, or bread 
or eggs. Enormous quantities of it 
are in daily demand, and it is ‘as 
ridiculous for book reviewers and 
other critics to ridicule it for lack of 
originality or personality as it 
would be to berate oatmeal or eggs 
for being uninspired. The main thing 
is that they should be wholesome, re- 
liable and not too stale. 

There is a constant opportunity for 
writers in this field, and the earn- 
ings vary as widely ag do those of 
millers and poulterers. Some plod 
along in little shops and some ac 
quire fortunes. 

Similarly among those who make 
of writing a profession and deal 
with more abstruse matters, pro- 
foundly and skillfully with more or 
less learning and intelligence, “_ 
an 
some prosper and some trudge as do 
doctors, lawyers and scientists. 

And in writing as an art there are 
similar contrasts of success. One 
writes a sonnet a year. without 
charm and poor pay, and one writes 
a novel that storms the world and 
brings him or her wealth. 

In considering writing as a career 
the personality of the candidate will 
probably decide the fleld. Some will 
drift into the wrong field and stay 
there, others will find their half-acre 
sooner or later. 

Women are apt to be either pre 
cocioug or belated. A few have 
startled the public in their teens, but, 
as a rule; women come into the writ- 
ing business late. Some of the most 
successful authors in the world’s his- 
tory have been women who have 
taken up the pen after their children 
have grown up.

If an author in this country mad 
himself indispensable to one in ev 
100, he would sell 1,000,000 copies of 
each book, which is a very astound- 
ing achievement. Some very good 
writers have attained this end of the 
rainbow and 60 have some bad 
writers. But very, very few of either. 

A “best seller” does well, indeed, if 
he sells a copy to one in every thou- 
sand of our inhabitants and many 
widely known authors have never 
come within speaking distance of one 
to a 100,000.

COFFEE AS FOOD. 


Grounds Make a Good Sub- 
stitute for Fiour. 


Coffee grounds contain valuable 
food properties and may afford an 
excellent substitute to decrease the 
quantiti¢s of flour used in bread, 
cakes and cookies, according to ex- 
periments being tried by Dr. lL. E. 
Sayre, dean of the School of Phar- 
macy eat the University of Kansas. 
Dr. Sayre made cookies, using 25 
per cent. dried coffee grounds in 
place of a similar weight of flour 


and found them excellent. | 


They were eaten by his family 
and subsequently various forms of 
coffee grounds and flour cookies 
were made and tried on bachelors 
of the university faculty. Dr. 
Sayre made and sent to the club 
where faculty bachelors board cof- 
fee grounds cookies flavored with 
chocolate, ginger, cinnamon and 


other flavorings. All were palata- 


ble and no bad effects were ob- 
served in the squad of faculty bach- 
elors on whom the experiments 


were tried. In fact, there was an 
insistent demand the experiment be 


continued indefinitely. 


Analyses of coffee grounds of an 
average grade of 30-cent coffee 
made by Dr. Sayre showed them to 


contain about 11 per cent. protein, 
the same percentage of protein 


contained in an average fair grade 


of flour. The grounds analyzed ap- 
proximately 13 per cent. crude fat, 


the percentage varying slightly in 


different analyses. 


“Of course these experiments 
with coffee grounds as a flour sub- 
stitute are only tentative so far,” 


said Dr. Sayre, “and have not been 
carried far enough to be announced 
as successful. The grounds used 
were pulverized. Experiments at 
the untversity have demonstrated 
that in making coffee, pulverized 


coffee, usefl as drip coffee, is a 


cheaper way of using coffee than 


either ground coffee botled or used 
in a percolator. The grounds were 


carefully dried in a slow oven, tm- 
mediately after being taken from 


the coffee pot. This precaution was 


taken to prevent a possibility of 
molds developing in the wet 
grounds.”~——[Kansas City

LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


Prices were generally firm yester- 
day in ell departments of the 
produce list. Green vegetables 
fluctuated both ways during the past 
week with strengthening in potatoes, 
lettuce, tomatoes, cabbage, and one 
or two other staples but the tendency 
is downward for the majority of 
vegetables. During the week as- 
paragus dropped sharply, peas 
fluctuated gradually reaching lower 
levels, squash and rhubard declined. 
Wax beans in the fresh vegetables 
weakened as the crop comes on and 
dried beans are weakening as the 


demand becomes less with the ad- 


vent of green produce and increase 
in cereal substitutes for wheat. 
Poultry prices . fluctuated both 


ways, the average being downward. 
The withdrawing of the ban on sell- 


ing laying hens by the government 
materially increased the available 
supply of dressed poultry for the 
market. Feed is somewhat cheaper 
in some linés; but this does not ap- 
ply to grain. Hay prices are weak- 
ening in all varieties and grades. 
There seems to be a variety of 
quotations on hay just at present, 
due, in all probability to an effort 
on the part of the dealers to secure 
it at figures which will move the 
stock on hand in the face of the 
rapidly growing grass and conse- 
quent diminishing demand, while 


the growers with considerable left. 


in storage are making an effort to 


hold the price of hay up. 


Bermuda and crystal wax onions 


came into the market last week, Dut 


brown and white onions were firm, 


notwithstanding.

R. MOTORIST, have you been 
dashing past standing street 
cars in the congested district? 

Better get out the old set of traffic 
regulations and look them over. The 
rule plainly says that between the. 
hours of $9 a.m. and 6 p.m. it is law- 
ful to pass standing street cars in 
the downtown district providing you 
do not pass within four feet of the 
steps of the: cars.

In 4iscussing the economical 
maintenance of a motor truck from 
the time of its purchase until the 
time of its discard, A. I. Jones,

The evening included an excellent 
programme of variety entertain- 
ment, a busipess discussion of auto- 
mobile trade: conditions and a gen- 
erous contribution to Red Cross. 

The meeting was no doubt the 
most enthusiastic gathering of rep- 
resentative automobile men held in 
Los Angeles since the inception of 
the organization and there was not 
ah idle moment from its formal in- 
troduction by President John Malt- 


man to its conclusion. 

A tire donated to the association 
by the Weinstock-Nichols Company 
was auctioned by State Secretary 
Robert Martiland, and it finally net- 
ted the nice sum of $170 all of 
which is to be paid to Red C 

A patriotic appeal was made to 
the mem by Mr. Jack Wilson 


representative of the Speaker's Com- 
mittee of Liberty Bond Sales. The 
contribution to Red Cross wag a 
cordial response to his remarks. 

A matter of importance to the 
dealers and automobile crafts as 
well as to the public, was the de- 
cision of the association to prose- 
cute vigorously the persons who are 
receiving as well as those offering 
bonus on supplies purchased for. 
but without the knowledge of the 
motor-car owner. This‘ practice is 


expressly prohibited by Section $1, 


of the Motor Vehicle Act and it is 
the intention of the organization to 
put an timmediate stop to the 
perpetration of this character of 
fraud upon the public. The mat- 
ter will be referred to the City 
Prosecutor for action. _ 

The next regular meeting of the 
association will be on June 20, 
which precedes, by one week, the 
State Convention of the California 
Automobile Trade jlation at 
Santa Barbara. 

The members are to be congratu- 
lated for their unceasing efforts to 
elevate the standard of the automo- 
bile crafts and their relation with 
the public. 


CARS STAND TESTS THAT 


TRY THEM TO THE LIMIT. 


EPORTS concerning the re- 
markable performances by two 
different motor cars®* of the 

same make under entirely dissimilar 
circumstances, but ea : h of which at- 
tests the efficiency of the car have 
been received in Los Angeles by Ear! 
V. Armstrong, Inc., the Southern 
California representatives of the 
Chandler car, about which the in- 
cidents are related. One of the dem- 
onstrations was accomplished in an 
officially supervised gasoline econ- 
omy contest and the other hed to 
do with proving the practical util- 
ity of the car for transportation 
purposes when delivering govern- 
ment mail in the Argentine repub- 
lic when a other methods were 
futile. 

Under the directior of represerta- 
tives of the. Automobile Club of 
Rochester, N. Y., and thé ptblic 
press, the gasoline ileage test was 
made. A standard stock touring 
car was used and it conveyed six 
passengers of an aggregate weight 
of 1100 pounds. Previovs to making 
the test, the car had been driven 
12,000 miles. The regular gasoline 
feed pipe was disconnected, the car- 
buretor drained and a can containing 
a certified gallon of gasoline was 
attached to the windshield and con- 
nected with the carburetor by « rub- 
ber hose. The start was made at 
the hdéadquartera «f the Auto Club 
in Rochester and the car was about 


andaigua, N. Y., when the _— 
supply gave out. The 
traveled a distance of 24.1 por tig re 
the single gallon of fuel. 

The other demonstration, which 
served to acclaim the Chandler was 


somewhat more spectacular. Rail- 
road employees of Argentine were 
on strike. The city of Buenos 
Aires was entirely isolated from the 
rest of the republic. Mail service 
had to be discontinued and the sit- 
vation had become acute. Officials 
of the government were deeply con- 
cerned as important matters had to 
be transacted by mail and there was 
no mail transport. It was abso- 
lutely essential that communication 
be established with Bahia Blanca, 
976 miles from Buenos Aires. 
When this crisis had arisen, Mr. 
Blanchiardi of A. & M. Multedo, the 
Chandler distributers in Argentine, 
volunteered to make.an effort to 
deliver the mail by méegna of a Chan- 
dler touring car. He wae intrusted 
wath the mission and made the de- 
livery in three days over roads that 
were declared at Buenos Aires to be 
impassable. Chains were used on 
each wheel and rains had washed out 
the roads so badly that many miles 
were driven over uncultivated fields. 
Several streams that had been swol- 
len by floods had to be forded, hut 
Mr. Blanchiardi kept the Chandler 
on the job and the mail was de- 
livered at Bahia Blanca just three 
days after the car left Buenos Aires.

ciency. The wiring and spark plugs 
must be constantly inspected and 
kept up to their work. If the spark 
is not properly timed, power will 
be wasted with every stroke of the 
engine, the charge of fuel will be 
only partially burned and the result 
is a heavy wastage of gasoline. 

All leaks about the engine must 
be hunted down and stopped. Vaive 
leakage is one of the potent sources 
of fuel waste. The valves must be 
ground in and accurately seated. The 
piston rings must be kept up to 
snuff; worn rings waste fuel amaz- 
ingly. When the rings do not fit 
properly a lot of the fuel forces its 
way down into the reservoir and is 
wasted, in addition to which it mixes 
with the oil and reduces the value 
of the lubricant. An owner who 
has trouble with the piston rings 
should try fitting one of the patent 
rings that are now on the market; 
in large numbers. 

A good many car owners could | 
save a lot of money for themselves 
and save gasoline for military uses, 
by employing a proportion of kero- 
sene with their ordinary fuel. Most 
engines will burn a mixture of one 
gallon of kerosene to four galions 
of gasoline or even three gallons, 
without difficulty. In the course 
of a year’s running this will make 
a difference in the fuel bill. In using 
a fuel of this kind, certain adjust- 


‘ments will have to be made in the 


carburetor, but most owners can 
make them themselves, or the serv- 
ice station will do it in a moment.

One 
openly read a paper of which the 
Kaiser approved and gloated secret- 
ly over a sheet he had condemned.

One heard his 
name at every turn, and the value 
of the hypocritieal friendliness he 
maintained in England and America 
Was continually being mentioned. 
Sometimes a German of more than 
customary frankness used to jeer 
openly at me, because of the tfust 
Great Britain showed Prince Henry 
and his wife. 

The Kaiser and his brother are so 
much national institutions in Ger- 
many that I am. unable to believe 
that there will ever be a revolution 
of the people in the lifetime of the 
Kaiser. «It is my belief that the Ger- 
mans will stand firmly by him, 
whether in victory or defeat. In the 
latter case he will probably contrive 
to cast the blame upon his advisers 
and also upon his son and heir, 
whom he cordially hates. 

The death of the Kaiser, if it hap- 


-| pened to occur at such a critical 


moment as the present, might easily 
change the whole course of German 
history. I have heard Germans of 
all classes speculate upon what 
might happen in such a case, and 
most of them expressed the opinion 
that. a process of disintegration 
would begin. In what direction the 
change might tend they did not all 
agree, but their speculations were 
made in time of peace. 

I can best conclude my account of 
these German experiences of mine 
with a word to the good people who 
expect that the German people will 


make a peace outside of their ruling 
@ynasty. To them I would say you 
must either beat the Kaiser or ar- 
range for his removal from this life 
before you can hope for the peace 
you desire.

Fish and Game Commissioner 
Connell made a fiying trip to San 
Francisco to attend a board meeting 
Tuesday, which plann further for 
the season’s hatching and fish-dis- 
tribution work. This is greatly com- 
plicated by the curtailment of trans- 
portation over the railroads, and the 
delays in getting the steel car frames 
required for the fish cars by law, 
these having to come out from the 
East. So far as possible ,the fish will 
be distributed by motor truck @di- 
rect from the hatcheries. For ex- 
ample, the new Mt. Whitney hatch- 
ery can distribute direct to the en- 
tire Sierra system, which is growing 
so greatly in popularity that it is 
making a steadily-increasing de- 
mand upon the State's cultural fa- 
cilities each season. When plants 
are thus made, State men go with 
them, and the fish are released to 
the very best advantage, not merely 
“dumped” into creeks from bridges 
as some volunteers are suspected of 
having done in the past, despite 
definite and painstaking instructions.

Commissioner A. J. Stout reported 
that stream in perfect fishing condi- 
tion, a little mossy in places, but full 
of all-sized fish from “‘fingerlings” 
to “steelheads” of gunbarrel length.

The valley also boasts several hundred 
seres of bearing walnuts, a crop in which 
there is now a keen interest as a conse- 
auence of the highly satisfactory way in 
which the trees of the region came through 
the hot spell of last summer. e valley 
growers largely fallow the plan of interset- 
tine walnuts with apricots and peaches. 

Interest in olive planting has been 
marked In the valléy this year. This tree 
has been used for years for limited plant- 


ings and bordera, but is now being set out 


more extensive scale. 

The valley supports and keeps busy two 
large canning and packing establishments, 
one, conducted by the Hemet-San Jacinto 
Fruit Growers’ Association, being the sec- 
ond largest plant of its kind in the State. 
Both plants have this year greatly in- 
** creased their capacity in anticipation of a 
larze 1918 pack. 

_ ALPALPA AND STOCK. 

The Hemet-San Jacinto Valley, however, 
does not run entirely toe fruit growing. 
The total area under alfalfa this year is 
estimated at close to 5000 acres and new 
plantings are expected to more than dou- 
ble tris within the next year or (wo. This 
year's planting will add 2000 acres to the 
total, it is said.

There is always certain “big business” 
which is considered beyond the reach of t 
small mutuals. In sections of the 
where land values are high as compared to 
the cost of the buildings, amd where néw 
construction is going on, the commercial 
companies make a strong bid for farm buat- 
ness. In some parts of the East and South, 
however, where lana is not such an item 
and the improvements represent the princt- 
pal part of the value, it is sometimes diffi- 
cult for the farmer to get the kind of at- 
tention he would like from the larger com- 
panies. Consequently the mutuals have 
been popular in these localities. 

Farmers’ mutual fire insuratice companies 
represent, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, “one of the most 
successful efforts at rural co-operation in 
the United States.”

. PREVENTABLE BLAZES 
| BURN FARM WEALTH. 


Millions of dollars’ worth of agricultural 
wealth—much of it food—is destroyed by 
fire in the United States every year. At 
normal prices and with an average crop it 
would take the value of the greater part of 
the potato crop of the country to offset all 
that is lost annually through the fires on 
farms | 


fact that most individual losers are partially 
reimbursed through insurance does not In 
the least reduce the drain on the national 
resources—and ft Is a loss that ie largely 
preventable Simple ways to reduce this 
ereat waste are suggested in Farmers’ Bul- 
letin 904. “Fire Prevention and Fire Pigcht- 
ing on the Farm,” issued for free distribu- 
tion by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
| The fire bucket, according to the writers 
}of the bulletin, is the oldest, simplest and 
| cheapest fire extivruisher and should be in 
every farm buifding and home not equipped 
with more elaborate fire-figh‘ing equipment. 
Any kind of bucket filled with water and 
placed handfly fs good, but special fire buck- 
etz with rounded bottoms like a ketfle are 
best There is no temptation to ust such 
buckets for ordimary purposes and they are 
much more likely to be left hurg on the 
breckets or in the round holes cut for them 
in shelves Ary kind of fire buckets should 
be specially paimted or labeled and never 
used for any purpose other than fire fight- 


ing 

If the buckets are‘covered, water will not 
avaporate so rapidly nor get full of dust 
and dirt and become offensive. A single 
bucket of water may check a firé when the 
delay in getting water outside would allow 
the blaze to become ..uncontrofiable. In 
beiidings a long way from a water sapyly, 
a cask or tub of water from which to refill 
tuchkets ie very desirable.

ETHODS of raising young rabbits 

after weaning vary not only with the 

differing management of breeders, 
but also because of the various purposes for 
which they are being raised. 

Rabbits may be sold for meat from the 
age of eight weeks, according to the plan 
of the grower. At eight weeks, the “squab 
age,” the well fed, thrifty young rabbit of 
_ average-sized breeds will dreas about one 
and one-quarter pounds of meat. This is 
often called the “broiler” size and is in 
demand at the markets. 

At from ten to twelve weeks of age, the 
fryer. will produce an average of one and 
ymehalf pounds of meat, or more, and at 
from three months to five months the 
roaster will market at up to thfee pounds 
of dressed meat. 

Where rapid growth is desired early, the 
young rabbits, after being weaned, are 
often kept in hutches with the number in 
each hutch small, as this facilitates the 
“stuffing” process. With opportunity to 
eat all they will and the amount of exercise 
limited, the youngsters should put on 
flesh very quickly if in healthy condition. 

Milk when available makes an excellent 
food at this age-for whatever purpose the 
youngsters are being raised. Fanciers 
raising the young rabbits for fancy stock 
usually allow them to suckle the mother 
longer than the grower who raises for meat 
and wishes his doe to produce five and 
sometimes six litters a year. In such a 
case the weaning must take place at four 
or five weeks of age, or six weeks at the 
latest, which gives the doe go rest between 
weening and the next breeding when she is 
expected ¢ have five litters yearly. In any 
cage milk adds to the rapidity of individual 
crowth just as do the restricted quarters 
and the small units in each squad.

sured, this plan ig practicable, both sexes 
being allowed to remain together until about 
three months old. After this time it is best 
to separate the does from the bucks. The 
does remain together very peaceably until 
mature when they have been so raised. 
Bucks which are raised to maturity will 
need to be separated in most cases by the 
time they have reached five or six months 
of age. 

Does after being bred must be kept 
alone, and at any time after weaning it 
is dangerous to put a strange rabbit into 
a pen with others without close watcliing. 
Sometimes in the earlier weeks the new- 
comer will be accepted, but later on, never. 
Does that have lived in adjoining pens with 
nothing*but eire netting between them for 
months at a time will, if by any chance 
one breaks into the other’s hutch, fight 
each other mercilessly. It is always best 
to watch, even from the earliest placing 
together of a number of young rabbits, in 
order to prevent some smaller or weaker 
individual from being “picked on” by the 
stronger ones. 


Cement floors are used in some rabbitries 
for the larger pens of young rabbits, and 
in some cases success is had with ’ 
properly roofed and capable of being” se- 
curely fastened at night, opening on open, 
well-fenced runways on the ground. 
breeders advise against pens directly on 
the ground, however, excepting those in re- 
serve for special cases of sickness, sore 
hocks, or for a “resting” doe. Often the 
doe will enjoy a week of vacation in this 
fashion immensely and will pick up flesh 
and be rapidly restored to normal even when 
very thin after having raised a large lit- 
ter. In all cases freedom from dampness 
should, at all times, be assured.

g STORING GRAIN IN BULK. 


The prospective high cost of harvesting 
is already beginning to emgage the atten- 
tion of California grain farmers. Although 
labor is bound to be scarce and costly, and 
although jute bags are selling for four 
times as much as they did a few years ago. 
the prices in sight for grain are so attrac 
tive that investments in equipment for off- 
setting harvesting difficulties are consid- 
ered to be justified. As a consequence 
great interest is being manifested in the 
question of handling grain fn bulk instead 
of in sacks, and it is freely predicted that 
this fear much grain will be dumped from 
the separators dtrectly into bins, instead of 
being twice handled tn bags. The sacks 
have to be sewed or tied, loaded apd un- 
loaded, and then, In many cases, thrown 
away, when emptied, bacause of rips and 


tears. 
storage bins has been 
common in most grain-growing sections for 
several years, but it is only recently that 
California farmers have come to 
the advantages of this method of handling 
grain. It is pointed out that steel bins 
protect the grain from the weather, as weil 
as from vermin rats and mice, mold and 
fire. When made from high-quality, rust- 
resisting metal, they are long-lived. 
Concrete is also extensively used for 
grain bin construction, because of its

WATER-LOGGED LAND 

In most of the older trrigated valleys of 
the West there are large areas of water- 
logged and practically useless lands which 
were formerly highly productive. For a 
number of reasons these lands are more 
suited to the quick increase of cropped 
areas than are new projects, either irriga- 
tion or dry farming. Some of these rea-} 
sons, the drainage specialists of the United 


| States Department of Agriculture state, } 


are: 

(1.) The transportation facilities, both 
highway and railroad, are provided in the 
older sections. 

(2.) The lands are largely held by the 
men who did farm them apd would do so 
again if they were drafned. 

(3.) The cost of drainage is usually 
much smaller than the cost of putting water) 
on new land. 

(4.) There ts no danger of the loss of 
crops by drought, whereas that is an ever-| 
present danger in those areas where the 
greatest expansion fn @ry farming is pos 
sible. 

(5. Except in the case of badly alkalied 
lands, less time will be required for getting 
the land to the point of maximum produc 
tiveness

should be given to the drainage of irrigated 
lands at this time when a large increase 
in our production of crops fs essential! 
the successful prosecution of the war

ALEX1ICO.—Excellent stands of Durango 
long staple cotton dre the rule in both 
the California and Lower California por- 

tions of the Imperial Valley, T. P. Daly of 
Calexico an experienced Durango grower, 
believes that the output of Durango this 
year will exceed 60,000 bales. Growers of 
this cotton, the longest fibre grown in the 
valley, received a premium of from 10 to 12 
. eents per pound during the season just 
passed over the short staple price. As the 
yield of Durango is fully as heavy as that 
of the short staple, scores of farmers have 
changed from the short to the long staple. 
Dr. Daly is a believer in an extra full stana 
of plants. He uses an open-sight feed 
planter, and replants “skips” by hand. If 
there are many “skips,” he advises the re 
plantir= of the whole field. Deferring plant- 
ing until the weather is warm enough to in- 
gure quick germination brings results for 
this planter. He leaves 
thinned until they are six to eight inches 
tall, with several leaves formed. Then they 
will protect each other and resist the wind 
when thinned. 


CALIPATRIA>A- cantaloupe shed is 

‘being built at/Poppy station, on the West- 
moreland-Calipatria branch of the Southern 
Pacific, to handle the 600 acres of canta- 
loupes in that neighborhood. The shipping 
season will begin about May 12, it is be- 
lieved. The cantaloupés are in excellen 
condition. 


EL CENTRO.—How best to grow barley 
and milo or any sorghum on the same land 
in one season is told by Frank Ames, a suc- 
cessful rancher of the Silsbee section, in 
‘Imperial Valley, who recites his experiences 
with these two crops last year. Mr. Ames 
farmed seventy-six acres of average valley 
land He plowed, double-disced and planted 
his barley early in November, planting dry 
and giving the grain four irrigations, He 
eut his final crop of barley hay early in 
May, and it was all stacked and baled by 
June 3. Some of this was sold to farmers 
in -the county for $20 ton. The re 
mainder was fed to Mr. Ames’s own stock. 
By June 15, Mr. Ames had plowed his land 
for milo maize. Then it was double-disced 
and irrigated. When sufficiently dry, it was 
double-disced. and listed. Then the land 
was planted to milo while still so softethat 
the horses had to keep moving. On July 28, 
water was again applied, the milo being 
three feet hich. The milo did not get an- 
other drop of water until September 2, but 
was given two cultivations. When he har 
vested the corn in October, the thresher 
turned out 1532 sacks. or more than 107 
tons from the seventy-six acres. This was 
sold for an average of $60 per ton. The 
stalks were sold for $320. ;

ing it better than it could be done before. 
‘The tractor is used for a number of steps 
in the cultivation of the orchard; in the 
plowing, later, in the trenching and then in 
covering over after the irrigation. There 
have also been a number of tractors sold 
here to men who make a specialty of caring 
for a number of groves and to these men 
especially the little machines are proving 
to be great money-savers especially with the 
price of feed for horses so high.

SANTA ANA.—No less than 25,000 acres 
of the Irvine company ranch, comprising 
more than 100,000 acres, will be planted 
this year to beans. The planting of 5000 
acres of blackeye beans has been started 
About 20,000 acres will be planted to limas 
after the first of May. From half to three- 
fourths of an inch more rain between now 
and planting time fs needed to insure a big 
crop of limas.

er than in other kinds of pipe, causing de- 
livery of proportionately less ‘water. It is 
declaréd to be not so suitable where there 
is much pressure. Where sand and gravel 
are not atjhand, also, it is rather expensive 
to make. 

Vitrified and glazed tile are being wide- 
ly used, where transportation from the fac- 
tories ig not too costly, and it is claimed 
that a clay pipe system may be installed, 
under particularly favorable conditions, as 

cheaply as the best cement pipe. Los An- 

geles concerns are making not only pipe, 
but the “stands,” special joints, and valves 
for complete irrigating systems. One 
manufacturer of clay products has mar- 
keted a special valve for side-hill irriga- 
tion, which, it is claimed, effectively con- 
trols the water on steep grades. The 
glazed tile used for pipe lines is not He 
the tile made for drainage. Advobtates of 
vitrified, or glazed, clay pipe claim that it 
is practically everlasting, stating that 
there are tile sewers in Los Angeles 
which are in good condition after having 
been in use over twenty-five years. Other 
advantages cited are: a minimum of 
friction and ability to withstand soil acids 
and alkali. Some disadvantages men- 
tioned are a tendency to crack when the 
ground settles and inability to withstand 
much pressure. 

Many of the older pipe lines, and some 
of the new ones, are of iron and steel. 
However, present costs give other mate- 
rials an advantage. Threaded iron pipe 
is, of course, the standard materia] for 
certain uses, and is paramount where 
high pressure is to be withstood. 


SURFACE PIPING. 


The sales of surface pipe, in sections, | 


have been very large for several years, 
owing to the fact that its use is constant: 
ly increasing for irrigating alfalfa and 
other field crops. The joints of pipe, 
which are usually ten or twelve inches in 
diameter, are loosely put together on the 
surface of the ground and may be 
readily moved about the farm. Through 
this temporary conduit the desired amount 
of water may be run, with practically no 
leakage, to any desired spot on the field. 
A great saving of water is affected: it is 
possible to flood separate sections of the 
field; the minium number of underground 
lines and stand-pipes is necessary, and,

CALIF ORNPA BREEDS LEAD. 


Foundation ‘Stock. 


BY HENRY W. 


HE purchase of foundation stock for be- 
ginners is got without its serious con- 
siderations, s@ch as the particular pur- 

pose one may have ih mind; the breed and 
variety that makes the strongest appeal to 
one’s sense of the“beautiful; thé atcommo- 
dations and facilities that are available; and 
finally the man or Woman labor that is to 
care for the flock. Obviously, these prem- 
ises should be caréfully considered and de- 
cided upon before the purchase of stock 
actually takes place. Once settled, let us 


admonish the beginner to buy no founda-: 


tion stock other than the best of the b 
and variety finally selected. And by “bes 
we do not necessarily mean birds with long 
prices—prize winners at shows or exhibition 
specimens. These are for the fanciers and 
the fellow craving for showroom honors; 
but we do mean birds trve to type and va- 
riety, of good producing strains, and from 
the yards of breeders of established repu- 
tation. Nor do we advise buying in large 
numbers; quite to the contrary, we think it 
good practice to begin in a modest way 
and build up. There is no sense in “going 
into the poultry business” with a whoop 
and starting to sell stock before producing 
it. That is not the road to a permanent 
success; nor does it lead to economic val- 
ues if the object is merely commercial eggs. 
An acquired familiarity with emg man- 
agement is the safe road to. 


Plea for Standard Birds. 


Purity im breed and variety we think an 
essehtial; we have no patience with people 
who are satisfied with anything but birds 
up to standard requirements—not blue rib- 
boners, but answering to the basic quall- 
fications laid down in the American Stand- 
ard of Perfection. Birds of this description, 
of good blood and recognized ancestry, are 
to be had at reasonable figures—say for fe- 
males $2 and up per head, and males from 


$5 and up. With present competitive con- 
ditions the atmosphere governing the 
market both feed and poultry products, 


there is little danger of paying too much 
for good stock; indeed, it would seem an 
opportune time to buy, particularly as the 
young stock is coming on and breeders will 
soon require room for its accommodation. 
It is not so much the risk of being “taken 
in” by an occasional seller that the begin- 
ner has to fear, as it is to be saved from 
his own mistakes and blunders. A little 
study of the situation w'll soon show him 
where reliable foundation stock of the 
breed he has in mind can be had. And 
that leads us to another suggestion, viz., it is 


the . wisdom and good practice to 
write Bomeé recognized responsible breeder 
just what you have in mind, detailing your 


purpases, number of fow! wanted, and the 
room available for their habitation, leaving 
the selection and mating to his judgment. 
In thig way you get his selection based on

For certain it is that no breeder 
of good standing will knowingly jeopardize 
his reputation. What he wants is good cus- 
tomers and more of them. ‘If he pleases, his 
stock at once becomes an asset in the hands 
of all who purchase it. 


Things to Avoid. : 


There is one thing that beginners should 
avoid like the devil does holy water, and 
that is the buying of males and females 
from different breeders. Even thongh the 
ancestry in both cases is from the same 
source, there remains the divided responsi- 
bility. Buy from the same breeder, and if 
he is an operator really w8?th while he will 
have established blood lines sufficiently un- 
related to give you matings that will not 
only maintain virility, but type and color 
markings as well as economic values. In 
addition, it will prove of service to follow 
his suggestions as to care and management 
of the flock. 


Breeding and Care. ‘ 


Poultry breeding is not only an exacting 
vocation, but also an art. The exhibition 
specimen is usually one of many, and par- 
ticularly so if a winner in strong competi- 
tion, hence beginners are at times disap- 
pointed in the “get” of the foundation stock 
purchased. This may be due to change of 
climate (especially if stock comes from..a 
distance, entailing radical differences in 
weather conditions) and treatment of the 
parent birds, or a lack of skill and atten- 
tion to the young birds, for all which the 
inexperienced should make allowance. It 
is a trite saying that a good workman can 
do a creditable piece of work with poor 
tools, but .that a poor one invariably fails 
with the very best; likewise, a beginner 
with an intense love of fowl and a capacity 
for detail and close observation will often 
attain success from the start,.while one of 
less acute powers of observation and intel- 
ligent application will fail. This does not 
mean that the fault is atlag with the be- 
ginner and not the seller; in which case 
the latter has no reason for failing to ren- 
der advice and assistance in rectifying the 
matter. Hence, the importance of a

Buy California-bred ‘Stock.

Of all green 
foods that can be raised on the farm for 
poultry, alfalfa is probably the cheapest, 
and a field of it is helpful if not wholly 
essential to success.

The protein content in the hay ranges up 
to about 17 per cent.; there is good fat 
value; the mineral salts are about 6% per 
cent., while the starch, sugar, gums, etc., 
total nearly 40 per cent.

HOME GOATERY WORTH SAVING?

_ Even experienced goat breeders have 
widely differing methods of handling the 
kids, and many of the best of them kill 
all male kids, excepting those to be raised 
for breeding purposes, at birth. With the 
common, garden variety of milk goat grow- 
ers, where the buck kids are not expected 
to prove valuable as adults, and where the 

‘doe’s milk is the first consideration in goat 
keeping, this often appears to be advisable. 
Even raising the doe kids, where no special 
milk accomplishment is expected, may 
seem a doubtful procedure, particularly 
where little is known as to probable cost 
and the trouble involved. 

As a matter of fact, however, it should 
prove worth while to raise even the buck 
kids to the age fer slaughter, and doe kids, 
of whatever parentage, should be. brought 
up with the best possible care in all cases. 
Not that it is advisable to provide any but 
the best male parentage, whatever the doe 
may be, but if she has been unfortunately 
mated, at least her doe kid may in her 
turn be given the chance to mother kids 
of better blood and thus ald in the build- 
ing up of the milk goat strains, an end 
which may be attained with astonishing re- 
sults within a few short generations, by 
mating does of the poorest records with 
bucks of proven ancestry. 


THE FEED QUESTION. 
If the decision is made to keep the kids, 


the question of feeding immediately arises. 


Some breeders take them from their mother 


at birth, milking the doe and feeding the 
kids from a pan or bottle. If managed 
carefully, this method is perfectly practical 
and has many advantages, Kids may be al- 
lowed to suck for a feW days, or longer 
before weaning, the practice varying greatly 
among growers. 


& gradual process, cow's milk proving sat- 


isfactory in kid raising, though growth ir 
rarely altogether as rapid as when the kid 


is suckled in the normal way. However, 
considering the economy in feeding skim 
‘milk at 6 cents a quart rather than goat 
milk at 25 cents, the pfain is worthy of trial 
if the kids are carefully watched and kept 
thrifty and growing. 

‘Until the age of six weeks, at least, kids 
should be fed three times a day on as much 
milk as they will normally drink, which 
will be about one and one-half to two pints 
a day each; increasing to three quarts 
later, in two feedings. The milk should be 
warmed during the first period of six weeks. 
They can be weaned from milk altogether 
at from three to four months of age, though 
normally they would suckle for at least five 
months. Many goat breeders, especially 
when raising valuable stock, continue the 
feeding of milk to this age. 

In using skim milk, cotton seed or cocoa- 
nut meal may be added and later beet pulp 
and other grains, as desired, the process 
of weaning sometimes consisting of a grad- 
ual Increase of grain and decrease of milk 
until the mash is only moistened with the 
milk. After the first week or two kids when 
properly cared for are extremely hardly lit- 
tle animals, and by nature enjoy a variety 
of food., They will begin nibbling at alfalfa 
hay and grass when only a few weeks old 
and can easily maintain themselves and 
make good growth on hay and grain when 
three or four months old. 

Those intended for slaughter may be 
killed after eight or ten weeks of age and 
furnish a very palatable addition to the 
family’s meat supply. _Kid meat is so simt- 
lar to lamb ¢hat it would commonly be 
mistaken for that dainty dish. When prop- 
erly cooked the meat of matnre goats is 
excellent if the animal has been well cared 
for, though the cost of raising for that pur- 
pose when all feed must be purchased 
would scarcely prove advisable.

SMALL HORSE GOING. 


There is a general tendency to do away 
with the small, or even the all-purpose 
horse, and to use heavy draft animals for 
farm work, where the tractor has not dis- 

placed horse power entirely. The city 
“delivery” horse is rapidly being displaced 
by the truck, which is also doing much of 
the comity hauling. The automobile has

} put the light driving horse out of business in 


all except mountainous countries, and even 
there his numbers are on the wane. The 
Clydesdale, Belgian, Percheron, Shire and 
Suffolk blood will undoubtedly make up 
the horse population in a few years, with 
the exception of fancy horses and ponies, 
bred for sporting and show purposes. 


TO STUDY MEAT QUESTION, 

The President has approved Food Admin- 
istrator Hoover's recommendation for the 
appointment of a commission to consider 


the whole war policy with regard to animal 
production and the meat packing industry, 
this commission to be comprised of repre- 
sentatives from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Federal Trade Commission, the 
Tariff Commission, the Department of La- 
bor and the Food Administration. 


THE .PURE-BRED BULL. 
Four reasons for a pure-bred bull: First, 
we are now at war and it is not well to 
throw hay and grain away on animals that 


are not producers; second, every cow 
should produce, not only a profitable 
emount of milk, but a calf that, when 
grown, will be worth more than its dam: 
third, the right start now means compound 
interest on the investment later, because 
values will surely increase; fourth, a good 
bunch of cows, headed by a good bull, will 
raise the credit of their owner, as any 
banker will testify.

BEANS VERSUS PEANUTS. 
Although hogs are said to take more 
kindly to peanuts than to velvet beans, it 


has been found that the beans make 
“harder” pork: buyers sometimes make a 
substantial cut on hogs fattened on pea- 
nuts. Velvet beans and velvet bean meal 
have been found satisfactory and econom!- 
cal feeds for fattening hogs, some feeders 
claiming best results from “hogging down” 
the beans in the field. Velvet beans have 
been successfully ensiled, making a dark 
ensilage, which, however, has been found 
palatable and nutritious.

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VOLUNTEER COTTON. 

EL CENTRO.—Cotton and milo farmers in 
the Imperial Valley have found that the very 
light frosts this winter have not harmed the 
roote of these plants. As a result, more than 
10,000 acres of cotton and corn stubble have 
been cut close with the exception that the 


fields will volunteer an excellent crop., A 
firm believer in the new plan of volunteer 
crops of cotton and “corn” is Mike Liebert, 
president of the Imperial County Farm Bu- 
reau. Liebert raised an excellent crop of 
milo on 160 acres last year. He cut the stub- 
ble close two months ago, and now the new 
shoots are growing in a way that assures. 
a good stand. Cotton from volunteer stalks 
is harvested from three to six weeks earlier 
than the planted cotton, members of the 
farm bureau sa The cotton growers who 
are irrigating their stalks expect to pick cot- 
ton in the latter part of June or the first 
part of July. 


Can hogs be raised in deciduous and 
citrus orchards without injuring the trees?

when the job is finished, the “ditch” may 
be removed. This allows for the cropping 
of the land that would otherwise be taken 
up with open conduits, does away with 
cutting and washing of ditches, and per- 
mits the most economical use of farm 
machinery because of the smoothness of 
the ground. 

Although metal surface pipe costs about 
twice as much as it did five years ago, it 
is now selling for less than in 1917 be- 
cause of the action of the government in 
fixing the prices of steel and iron. In 
spite of the high prices, manufacturers 
say that sales are increasing. 

The manufacture of pipe from Califor. 
nia redwood has become a big industry. 
For certain purposes, redwood is consid- 
ered the best of materials, but is recom- 
mended only where conditions are favor- 
able. Many of the big siphons, long pipe 
lines and private irrigating systems 
throughout the State are of redwood pipe, 
bound with wire or heavy steel bands. 
Redwood is said to have the following ad- 
vantages: It has long life; is cheaper than 
steel or fron; is not corroded by chemil- 
cals: hag a large carrying capacity, with 
less friction than fron and cement; does 
not taint water passing through it: is 
easily laid: may be used above and below 
ground: will withstand high pressure, and 
does not burst or crack in soils that settle. 
Cases are cited where redwood pipe has 
been in regular use for thirty years with- 
out apparent deterioration. It is freely 
admitted, however, that» wood pipe is not 
satisfactory unless pressure and volume of 
water are fairly constant. It is not recom- 
mended for use where the water runs in- 
termittently. 

PUMPS IN DEMAND. 

Motors, engines and pumps of all kinds 
are in greater demand than ever before, 
say the dealers, although business “slowed 
up” to some extent at the time America 
entered the war. Later, according to the 


concerns, the market returned 
to normal. Prevailing high prices of farm 
products have made the farmer more able 
to buy up-to-date equipment. 

One Los Angeles company has compiled 

\chart showing that farmers can well 
afford to pay the present prices of ma- 
chinery, because a given amount of 
oranges, beans, alfalfa or cotton will “buy” 
from 20 to 50 per cent. more than in 1915. 
For example, an outfit “costing” 1715 
boxes of oranges or 196 tons of alfalfa in 
1915, although now much high price, 
can be bought in 1918 for 104 es of 
oranges, or 124 tons of alfalfa. 

The same magic touch of water that has 
transformed so many California valleys 
from desert wastes into lands of plenty 
and made possible the profitable groves of 
the great citrus empire, is bringing about 
intensive methods, with attendant increase 
in land values, in region after region that 
was formerly dry-farmed for grain. It has 
made possible the growing of tens of thou. 
sands of tons of field crops and thousands 
of carloads of fruits, vegetables and cot- 
ton annually where formerly was waste 
and desolation. Moreover, it is freely pre- 
dicted that a vast acreage which is still 
Sieedective. will be brought under irriga- 
tion within the next decade. California's 
interest in irrigation and irrigation meth- 
ods, therefore, is bound to grow gonstantly.

give no trouble if care is taken to keep 
them away from the metal parts of the en- 
gine or frame. The current tension passing 
through these wires is often of quite high 
“voltage, which will, if the wire leads. too 
close to a “ground” or metal part, puncture 
the insulation and cause a short circuit. 
The ends or connections of wires must 
be firmly fastened to their respective bind- 
ing posts so that vibration will not break 
the circuit and so that oil and water will 
not cet between the surfaces. 


The spark plags, regardless of make, re-|{ 


quire about the same kind ef care and ad- 
justment of the points; that part which is 
within the cylinder should have about one-

The points are continually burnt away 
and must be readjusted often. Carbon and 
ofl also accumulate on the insulation of the 
mlug and in time will form a~path for the 
current, which will go through this carbon 
amd ground instead of jumping points; then 
it is that the plug is “shorted” or missing. 

When the tractor is working every day 
and burning distillate or even the present 
day gasoline, which is really light distillate, 
the spark plugs should be taken out every 
day, and cleaned and adjusted.

CAMPAIGN FOR BIG 
WHEAT ACREAGE ON. 


A great drive is on to increase the coun- 
try’s 1918 wheat) crop to a sufficient yield to 
meet domestic consumption and the Allied 
needs next year. It is estimated that do- 
mestic needs for all purposes for the year 
beginning Jaly, 1918, on the basis of nor- 
mal consumption will be about 600,000,000 
bushels. This will Include the reservation 
of certain stocks for seeding purposes. The 
Allies’ import needs from the United States 
for that period will be about 300,000,000 


will then be 900,000,000 bushels. 

The winter wheat crop, based upon the 
condition as reported December 1, which 
may change greatly before harvest, is esti- 
mated at 540,000,000 bushels. This will ne- 
cessitate «a spring wheat production of at 
least 360,000,000 bushels, or an increase of 
about; 66 per cent. over the 1917 spring 


Reserves of wheat are so low, according 


to the Food Administration heads, that spe-j _ 


cial arrangements have been made by the 
Food Administration Grain Corporation and} 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture to distribute necessary seed stocks. 
Last September the Grain Corporation ar- 
ranged for a special license by which ele- 


to hold seed wheat stocks until the close of 
the seeding season this spring. The license 
required such owners of storace to submit 
samples of wheat to the agents of the seed 
stocks committee for examination as to 
germinating power, freedom from weed 
seeds, etc. 

An elaborate scheme for location of de- 
sirable stocks and their testing, and an or- 
ganized distribution according to needs, has 
been applied jointly by the Department of 
Agriculiure and the Food Administration 
Grain Corporation. The zone agents of the 
Grain Corporation located and placed in 
storage a large quantity of wheat suitable 
for seeding. In addition about 500,000 bush- 
ela of Canadian grown Marquis wheat of 
good quality was secured and placed in 
storage in Buffalo. Minneapolis, -Omaha 
and Portland were also used as distributing; 
points. Owners of warehouses and eleva-

The success of the whole conservation 
plan, say government officials, rests upon 
the free flow of wheat from farms to market 
Jt the flow should be continuous and of yore 
cient volume than the government's 
gramme will be aehieved; for the yar 
tive interests can be controlled and the 
supply of wheat allowed to go into circula- 
tion will be regulated according to the 
schedule. But if farmers do not move the 
wheat now on farms with sufficient rapidity 
the plan will either break down or force the 
government to requisition wheat to meet 
the general need, it is declared.

claims to have perfected a carburetor which 
handles kerosene without the use of water.

The taro has long been cultivated In the 
Hawalian Islands, where it is eaten baked or 
boiled or prepared by a long process of| 
steaming and pounding into a sticky, fer- 
mented concoction known as “poi.” Taros 
are also a staple food im#China, Japan and’ 
im certain parts of the West Indies. The 
plants are tender and require a long grow- 
ing season to attain full maturity; they 
thrive only in moist lands or when planted 
im fields where the sofl can be kept moist

Growers of root crops of all kinds who 
are likely to need seed for planting in 1919 
are urged by the United States Department 
of Agriculture to take steps to Insure at 
least a partial sppply by growing it them- 
selves. This can be done only by the use 
of roots already grown and now in the 
ground or held in storage. Such crops as 
carrots, ~beets, onions, turnips, rutabagas. 
parsnips and salsify are involved. 

Weather conditions in the regions where 
the chief seed supply of these crops is pro 
duced haye not been altogether favorable soe 
far. This fact, together with the certainty 
that the usual European sources cannot be 
relied upon is said to threaten a consider- 
able shortage for next spring’s planting. 
Bince it takes two years to produce these 
seeds, this shortage can only be alleviated 
by the planting for seed of vocts alsenéy 
grown. 

SERVICE—TWO KINDS. 

The matter of “service” is being given 
great consideration by tractor manufactur- 
ers.

Fighting for Peace. 

663 T IS not by bleating for peace that Prus- 

sian militarism can be subdued.” This 
‘Is Premier Clemenceau's rejoinder to the So- 
cialists and pacifists in the French Chamber 
of Deputies, who refused recently to vote 
for further war credits. The lack of 
patriotism on their part brought the “tiger” 
from his lair with a deep growl that shook 
the windows of the Assembly chamber. His 
response will go down in history as one of 
the notable uiterances of the war. 

When further war credits were asked 
the Radical-Socialist group in the Chamber 
of Deputies started a filfbuster similar to 
that wh'ch disgraced the American Senate 
when the President's first War message was 
under consideration, The Socialists and 
pacifists claimed to have secret advices 
which convinced them that if the French 
Chamber of Deputies declined to vote fur- 
ther war credits the German Reichstag 

, would follow suit and peace would be forced 
because there would be no more money 
forthcoming to conduct the war. 

Premier Clemenceau denounced the whole 
programme. He declared that the sugges- 
tion of having secret advices was a confes- 
sion that some one had been in treasonable 
communication with the enemy. Socialist 
deputies interrupted to say that they were 
considering the interests of the working 
classes and not the rulers, that the cost of 
the war was not’ measured in gold but in 
the blood of the poor. The Premier chal- 
lenged the right of the Socialists to speak 
for the laboring classes. “The working 
classes are not your property,” he thun- 
dered. “They have been your victims.” Con- 
tinuing, he said: “I can understand how 
before the war certain super-idealists be- 
lieved that if war credits were not voted by 
France, the example would be followed on 
the other side of the Rhine. But there is 
no excuse for holding such a view today. 
Socialist idealism may be contagious among 
certain peoples, but the German proletariat 
is immune.” | 

The old “tiger's” militant eloquence swept 
the Chamber fairly off its feet. The Social- 
ist opposition split and a vote of confidence 
was passed by 374 votes to 41. The govern- 
ment majority was the greatest since the 
outbreak of the war. Recent developments 
in the great German offensive reveal the 
truth of the Premier’s declaration that noth- 

ing but force would cause an awakening of 
-the German proletariat. TB 


Premier and Statesman. 


REMIER CLEMENCEAU has succeeded 

in uniting the French people behind 
their government as no other French states- 
man has done since the opening of the war. 
Clemenceau would be referred to as a mem- 
_ ber of “The Old Guard” if he were occupy- 
ing a similar position in American politics. 
He is opposed to all communistic vagaries, 
is an ardent patriot and has always been 
an uncompromising enemy of the German 
government. At the outbreak of the war 
he was publishing a newspaper in Paris. 
His paper was suppressed and he was 
threatened with imprisonment, because cer- 
tain of his editorials attacked vigorously 
the then French administration. 
' As the war progressed it became ap- 
parent that Clemenceau was right from the 
beginning. The Socialists lost their influ- 
ence in the Chamber of Deputies and he 
was called upon to form a Cabinet and to 
accept the leadership. He is still opposed 
by the labor unions and the radical So- 
clalists, but he has the confidence of the 
country at large and of the army. His 
vigorous prosecution of the Bolo Pasha case 
and his demand that Bolo’s associates 
should also stand trial have increased his 
popularity. He insists that traitors shall 
not receive immunity from prosecution be- 
cause they happen to occupy high political 


threats and hig absolute fearlessness 
won for him the cognomen “Tiger of 
France.” German secret agents have long 
ago discovered that he cah neither be bul- 
lied nor bribed. He lacks the diplomacy 
of Lioyd George, but he possesses an in- 
domitable will and a courage that never 
wavers, It is only in a crisis like the pres- 
_@nt world war that men of Clemenceau’s 
caliber are called to power. At present he 
looms as the peer of any statesman the 
French republic has ever produced.

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MERICANS, friends, brothers, well- 
beloved, your Eagle would have a 
heart-to-heart talk with you this morn- 


ing. 

His theme, he regrets to say, is the war. 
He hates war as his satanic majesty hates 
holy water. But he feels a necessity of 
unburdening his mind on the subject dis- 
tasteful though it be. 

A couple of weeks ago the Eagle was 


‘perched on the porch of a friend out in the 


Wilshire district engaged in his usual post- 
matinal reading of The Times. A young 
grey-headed neighbor, who had been read- 
ing another paper came up on the porch and 
with a perplexed disturbed look in his face 


began discussing the war with the friend 


of the Eagle. His newspaper had been 
criticising the administration at Washington 
in an unpleasant way. He said: “I believe 
in the adage, ‘My country, right or wrong.’” 

The Eagle looked upon the visitor with an 
approving eye. That is his sentiment ex- 
actly as you who read the Eagle’s scream 
every week know quite well. 

Your Eagle, friends, recognizes the diffi- 
culty that besets the mind of a loyal Amert- 
can in the fulfillment of his duty as an in- 
telligent citizen in dealing with the gov- 
ernment. The Eagle sees it to be a neces 
sary duty of every citizen to pass judg- 
ment upon the government for every im- 
portant act of it. But there are two ways 
of criticising. The right way is to be sure 
that the criticism is necessary and given in 
a way to make it constructive and helpful. 
The wrong way is to indulge in piffling, nag- 
ging criticism, fault-finding about small mat- 


_.tters or even about great ones when the 


fault is passed, and the government has 
remedied the conditions. e 

Of course, the government has made mis- 
takes in conducting tre war. It would be 
the greatest miracle in history if no mis- 
takes had been made. It was to be expected 
that many mistakes would be made, small 
ones innumerable and great ones not & 
few. 
When about a year ago the President 
after almost divine patience found it neces- 
sary to declare that a “state of war existed” 


between the United States and Germany, he 
was naturally ignorant of the conditions to 
grow out of the war. So were all his ad- 
visers. He was a man of peace and even 
his cabinet was composed of men chosen 
not for their war knowledge but as experts 
in matters pertaining to peace. The same 
condition of mind characterized all Ameri- 
can citizens excepting a few of the officers 
of the army. 


The army itself was very small, the equip- 
ment even smaller. The task which con- 
fronted the President and all the advisers 
around him was the most gigantic of the 
kind ever faced by any people. Think what 
the task was. To create out of almost 
nothing from men brought up in civil life_a 
huge army of 1,000,000 men ‘with all the 
equipment of such an army.. Nor was it any 
ordinary war. It was composed of elements 
all new in warfare. It required guns of a 
caliber never before heard ofand that in 
numbers not a hundred times but many hun- 
dred times greater than ever known before. 
When this army was organized, the men 
drilled and equipped for the conflict, an 
ocean 3000 miles wide lay between the 
nearest American ports and the nearest in 
Europe. Across this ocean the million men 
were to be carried. The guns large and 
small, ammunition for them, changes of 
raiment, provisions together with an army 
of nurses and medical staff also had to cross 
the ocean. 


One matter of equipment new in warfare 
and of which we were entirely destitute em- 
braced thousands of war machines for aerial 
purposes. It was not only these were lack- 
ing tut there was no material out of whieh 
to construct them. We had no ships to 
transport the men or their equipment from 
the training camps to the front in Europe. 
In addition to this it was incumbent on us to 
furnish guns and ammunition, food and 
clothing, all in enormous quantity for the 
use of our allies already in death-grip with 
the most relentless foe men ever faced. 
This had to be done in the face of an im- 
mense fleet of U-boats lurking in very lan 
of commerce leading to pérts of destination 
of the ships engaged in this traffic... 

To accomplish the task before it the gov- 
ernment confronted the greatest undertak- 
ing any nation ever set itself to do. | 

Mistakes? It was inevitable that they 
should come, not singly but in flocks. Your 
Eagle’s opinion is that taking all the ele- 
ments into consideration the government 
has really accomplished wonders. Think of 
what has been done. A peaceful nation con- 
verted into a camp of warriors. All the 
peaceful industries of the people turned out 
of their ordinary channels into making 
equipment for the army. Do you know 
brother Americans that there is not a carpet 


factory in the United States weaving foor- Many friends meet the Eagle and ask 


coverings but all engaged in making stuff 
to clothe the nation in arms? Do you know 
that there is not a pottery in the country 
making its usual product’? Do you know it 
is impossible to obtain rails to lay a mile 
of new track’? Do you know the building 
of business blocks has come to a stand-still 
all over America for lack of steel girders? 
Do you know there was an order sent in 
some time ago from Los Angeles to eastern 
factories for half a score carloads of refrig- 
erators, and not one piece of them will be 
delivered this summer? So the Eagle hears. 
But what government has not made mis- 
es? Great Britain although better pre- 
pared than we were yet was so little pre- 
pared that the government of that country 
made colossal mistakes. The expedition 
to the Gallipoli Peninsula cost that coun- 
try and her allies more in money and lives 
than all the mistakes your government has 
made. Yet this was not to he wondered at 
and possibly without that sacrifice things 
might be worse than they are. The Central 
Powers with their Allies the Turks and Bul- 
garians were striking for Egypt and aiming 
beyond that for India. If these objectives 
had been reached the Kaiser would have 
realized his dream and possibly been in a 
position to close the war on his own terms. 
Have not the Central Powers made mis- 
takes? They have made the most colossal 
of all, mistakes that are sure to cost them 
the final loss of the war and all it means 
to them and their people. Almost four years 
ago they set their great war machine in 
motion, perfected by fifty. years intense ap- 
plication. When on August 1, 1914, the Geg- 
man Emperor set his masses of well 
equipped, well drilled soldiers in motion he 
promised the people that he would take 
Paris by Christmas. There was the worst 
mistake made in the whole war. To accom- 
plish this object he flung his army backed 
by its immense guns on peace-loving, pa- 
triotic little Belgium whose forts at Liege 
and Namur held all his hosts in check and 
made him eat his Christmas dinner in the 


9% trenches instead of in the Elysee Palace in 


Paris. This was a tremendous mistake in 
any case, but a hundred times more so when 
it is considered that this furnished Great 
Britain with a reason or pretext for joining 
France, When the Kaiser had made this 
blunder he set his proud nose in the air 
with a sneer of contempt at Great Britain 
and her “contemptible little army.” He 
knows today what that blunder cost him. 
When by his ruthless use of the submarines 
he forced the United States to join the En- 
tente Allies against him he made the same 
sneering remark about the United States 
and its army. He does not know yet the full 
extent of this blunder. But he will know 
it before the war is over. 


when the strife will be over. His answer 
always is ““‘when the battle is won” that is 
all he knows about it. It may be in a 
month. It may be when summer is over. 
may take another summer and still another. 


Just spread a map of Europe before you 
and with a big brush paint black what the 
Kaiser would like to make the new map of 
Europe. It will take in Belgium and go 
eastward through the German empire tak- 
ing in Poland, Lithuania, Courlahd, Lavonia, 
Esthonia, all heretofore parts f Russia. 
Going southward you will daub\ black all 
Austria-Hungary, all the Ralkan states and 
all Turkey running over into Asia to the 
confines of Persia. That is the Teutonic 
idea involved in the term  Mittel-Europa. 

Now set down on another map the En. 
tente Allies’ idea of what Germany shall 
have when the war is over. You will have 
a black daub of less than one-fourth of the 
Kaiser's dream. You will have Germany 
proper, cutting off Poland and all east of it. 
On the west it will be bounded by the Rhine 
or more properly speaking by Holland, Bel- 
gium and France, including Alsace-Lorraine 
Austria will be delivered from 
domination. Rumania, Serbia, Montenegro 
and Greece will be restored to independence. 


It is evident to any one who can think 
that there is a vast difference between the 
two conceptions of the terms on which peace 
is possible. That the Kaiser and his war 
party will give up while there is a shot in 
the locker or a man to fire it is not. conceiy- 
able. That the Entente Allies and the United 
States will give up before they have realized 
their plan for safety to democracies, for jus- 
tice to all and the right of all peoples to 
live their own life under such form of gov- 
ernment as they may deem best ts impos- 
sible. 


This all means that the struggle myst go 
on until the Kaiser's dream is proved im- 
possible to his own eyes which means his 
abdication of the throne for himself and 
his family. For the German people will de-.- 
mand his abdication when they find that all 
his dreams for world domination are im- 
possible, that they have shed their blood 
in rivers and heaped a burden of debt upon 
the shoulders of their posterity which must 
bend their backs for generations to come for 
a vain hope.

If the entertainment is more formal, 
either a linen cloth or an embroidered mat 
is more desirable, but even these may have 
their bit of color. ~The mat may be em- 
broidered in colored silk, and the cloth have 
either an embroidered border, monogram, or 
tiny basket of flowers embroidered in the 
corners. 

«Flowers for the centerpiece are the next 
item to place on the table. Paper ones, if 
fresh ones are unavailable, are pretty and 
lend themselves even more easily to arrange- 
ment. Among the paper blossoms that can 
be purchased, or made at home, are chrys- 
anthemums, poinsettias, roses, poppies, 
sweet peas, hydrangeas, cherry blossoms, 
wistaria and violets. Best of all, they may 
adorn the table over and over again. 

Place cards and favors may match ex- 
actly if stiff paper is used for both, but 
if boxes of candy or patty cases require tis- 
sue paper for trimming, stiff paper m the 
same shade should match as nearly as pos- 
sible, if that is used for the place cards. 

Candle shades in the prevailing color may 


be of tissue, crepe or stiff paper, cretonne 
or silk. 

The dishes must be what one has, usually, 
but a goad effect may be secured by using 
simple gold-banded china, or by choosing a 
color scheme that matches one's china. 


Among the easiest articles to match are 
salads, cakes, ices and candies—especially 
the last two—for they may be bought al- 
ready tinted or eolored at home with eithér 
fruit or vegetable coloring. 

Some table schemes in different colors are 
suggested below:

the month which saw both the beginning and 
the ending of the great struggle for the pres- 
ervation of Unity; the month in which 
America again, in the present struggle, be- 


April 25th, and a fleet was sent from Key 
West to blockade Havana.

r of 1812, extremely interesting at 
the moment as a part of our nay al history, 
began in a sense with the crisis of April al- 
though the formal message of war was not 
sent by President Madison until June 1, 
1812. On April 1, the President sent to Con- 
gress a confidential message recommending 
an embargo for sixty days, as a preliminary 
to war, and in this month Congress began to 
prepare for war, making the formal declara- 
tion, however, on June 18, following the 
second confidential message from President 
Madison. Five days later England revoked 
her orders in council, some weeks too late to 
prevent the conflict. 

In April, 1846, the first fighting occurred 
between the Mexican and American armies 
which were stationed in the disputed terri- 
tory between the Rio Grande and the Nueces. 


~ After thig collision in which American lives 


were lost, the President declared that war 
existed by the act of Mexico, stating in his 
message, “Mexico has passed the boundary 
of the United States, has invaded our terri- 
tory, and shed American blood upon Amer- 
ican soil.” Congress followed with the decla- 
ration of war, May 13, 1846, with appropria- 
tions of money and a call for 50,000 volun- 
teers. 

The Spanish-American War. 


After the Maine disaster of February, 1898, 
the President sent his message on April 11th 
asking for the use of the military and naval 
forces and on April 19th, Congress passed a 
series of resolutions declaring that Cuba 
ought to be free, authorizing intervention, 
and disclaiming any intention to annex Cuba. 
An ultimatum was delivered by the United 
States, demanding a decision by Spain be 
fore noon of April 23d, the ministers re- 
ceived their passports, formal war was de- 
clared by both countries April 24th and 


ticularly the choice of July for the German 
onslaughts on France both in 1870 and in 
1914 faving made this torrid month a flam- 
ing memory. 

There is a charm in turning back to the 
history of the Revolution, drawn from the en- 
chantment of distance and the flavor of the 
pioneer spirit and the dramatic individual 
deed of a poetic age. The great growth and 
immense riches acquired since the primitive 
colonial era measure the fighting strength 
and resources of a mighty nation today but 
in the clear-cut drama of the Revolution 
we find the key to ft all, the original stuff 
of which America is made. 

Aside from the picturesque, the chief con- 
tribution of interest from the Revolution to 
our military experience has to do with the 
subject of recruiting. If Washington could 
but overlook the great machinery forward- 
ing troops by hundreds of thousands to the 
training camps, his astonishment and satis- 
faction would be boundless. The writer in 
the summer of 1916 noticed facsimiles of 
Revolutionary posters placed in the rall- 
way stations of Virginia: and other States 
of the Old South, and observed the com- 
prehensive and clever covering of all the 
grounds of appeal—the bounty, the train- 
ing, patriotism, all the motives attractive 
to recruits were spiritedly set forth. 


How Washington Recruited. 


no man ever had such an ex- 
perience and veteran training in recruiting 
as did Washington. The collapse of the 
royal governments left the colonies in a 


chaotic state; the old Institutions disap- 
peared, and new ones could not instantly 
be developed during a time of war and tur- 
moil to replace them. However, the local 
goyernments, the town and county, systems 
of the vatious colonies were left intact, 
and the feeble Continental Congress, mere- 
ly “a mouthpiece of the patriotic party,” 
was expected to “recommend” to the sturdy 
infant commonwealths the measures nec- 
essary to support the war. 

The militia system, modeled on that of 
Fngland and developed for Indian defense, 
had no forces fitted for long campaigns or 
large -operations. The commissariat was 
poor or completely lacking, the men were 


tine or even the standards of that day. 
With cheerful ingenuity they had made 
tents of sailcloth, or of stones and turf, 
or of green boughs, or had sought out Jodg- 
ings in private homes and public buildings. 

These minute-men had given good ac- 
counts of themselves in the opening con- 
flict of April, 1775. On the night of April 
18th, Gage sent out a force of 800 regulars 
to seize Adams and Hancock who were to 
be tried for treason “beyond the seas,” and 
then to destroy the military stores col- 
lected at Concord. This was the occasion 
of the famous ride of Paul Revere to warn 
the two patriots, who escaned. The whole 
countryside arose to arm during the night 
and at dawn, fifty minute-men opposing 
the march of the regulars across the vil- 
lage green of Lexington were fired upon 
by the British: eight men were slain and 
ten wounded. This was the first bloodshed 
of the war. 

After this delay, valuable to the gather- 
ing farmers, the regulars were driven out 
of Concord by a force of 409 and had a very 
warm march back to Boston, every fence 
and clump of trees concealing the finest 
marksmen of the backwoods. The British 
lost 273, the Americans 93, and all the hon- 
ors of having foiled the sally of the regu- 
lars lay with the militia. 

The Minute-men now gathered to the 
number of 16000 or 17,000 of whom Wash- 
ington found 14,500 were available to guard 
a twelve mile line, defended by 9000 regu- 
lars, besides seamen and Tories. These 
volunteers had enlisted for short terms, 
and wnder various contracts; they had 
extraordinarily fed themselves for thrae 
months without a commissariat, and now it 
was Washington's problem to discover 
means to feed, pay, and retain them in 
the service. Enthusiasts estimated that 
100,000 infantry could be raised but a 
month’s recruiting produced only some 
5000 men. 


Struggle to Equip Continental Army. 


The patriot army had wonderful quali- 
ties of energy, health, courage and endur- 
ance, but the volumes of Washington's cor- 
respondence are the highest monument 
that his countrymen can ever find to com- 
memorate the gigantic struggle to keep ~—— 
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general, with a tan 
programme of ideas 
and plans to end the 
war. 


Washington's com- 
plaints and despair 
were bitter indeed. 
“Could I have fore- 
seen what I have ex- 
perienced, and am 
-ne consideration up- 
likely to experience, 
on earth should have 
induced me to accept 
this command,” he 
writes, “Their back- 
wardness to enlist for another ear is 
amazing.” At this time there were no 


cities, and in modern phrasing, the Revolu- | 


tion was fought by the farmers, men who 
were summoned by appeals from their fam- 
ies at planting and harvesting seasons. 
and who could prevent suffering in their 
homes only by furlough from their military 
duties, which they naturally demanded at 
the close of each short enlistment. There 
was great hatred of the idea of a standing 
army but Washington became more and 
more disgusted with the “humours” and 
disorders of the militia who “went off by 
whole regiments, half ones, and by com- 
panies at a time.” 

The great commander wished to have 
Continental troops enlisted for the period 
of the war, but the lack of unit}# was such 
that the loca] legislatures often bid against 
the troops raised by Congress, the States 
offering a bounty of $20 to the militia for a 
few months, and Congress $10 for enlist- 
ment for a year. Washington finally in- 
sisted that better pay and a large bounty 
must be offered the Continental troops, and 
that the appointment of officers must be 
changed. 

Soldiers had sometimes appointed their 
own officers, a custom that had led to scan- 
dals, and bargains by which the officer 
chosen pooled his pay with that of the pri- 
vates. Washington was forced for the sake 
of discipline to encourage the unpopular 
distinctions between officers and privates 
both as to pay and social standing in order 


‘to break up the level on which soldiers and 


officers stood. “In your choice of officers, 
take none but gentlemen,” he wrote one of 
the colonels. 

In 1776 the Congress voted new troops 
for the duration of the war (afterwards 
changed to allow enlistments of three 
years,) a bounty of $20 for each recruit, 
and 100 acres of land to every private at 
the close of his service. Larger allotments 
were made to officers. This offer of gov- 
ernment land to those who served througb- 
out the war was practically a form of in- 
surance to the soldier, providing a home 
and livelihood of the most secure kind after 
his service. These measures were supple- 
mented by the draft later; the States com-

A little starvation can really 
do more for the average sick man than can 
the best medicines and the best doctors. I 
do not mean a restricted diet; I mean total 
abstention from food for one or two days. 
1 speak from experience. Starvation has 
been my cold and fever doctor for fifteen 
vears, and has accomplished a cure in all 
instances. 


“The third mate told me in Honolulu that 
‘“é ‘Portyghee’ had lain in his hammock for 
months, raising a family of abscesses and 
feeding like a cannibal. We have seen that 
in spite of dreadful weather, deprivation of 
sleep, scorching, drenching, and al] manner 
of miseries, thirteen days of starvation 
‘wonderfully recovered’ him. 

“There were four sailors down sick when 
the ship was burned, Twenty-five days of 
pitiless starvation followed, and now we 
have this curious record: ‘All the men are 
hearty and strong; even the ones that were 
down sick are well, except poor Peter.’ 

“When I wrote an article some months 
ago, urging temporary abstention from food 
as a remedy for an inactive appetite and for 
disease, I wag accused of jesting, but I was 
-in earnest. ‘We are all wonderfully well 
and strong,. comparatively speaking.’ On 
this day the starvation regimen drew its 
belt a couple of buckle-holes tighter—the 
bread ration was reduced from the usual 
piece of cracker the size of a silver dollar, 
to the half of that, and one meal was abol 
ished from the daily three. This will weak- 
en the mep physically, but if there are any 
diseases of an ordinary sort left in them 
they will disappear.” 

Again, in the Cosmopolitan Magazine, de- 
scribing his experience at an “appetite 
cure” in Bohemia, Twain tells how, for 
twenty-two years, he had eaten only a meal 
and a half a day. He then quotes with ap 
proval what the doctor in charge of the re 
sort said: 

“Put yourself on a single meal a day now 
—dinner—for a few days, till you secure a 
good, sound, regular, trustworthy appetite, 
then take to your one and a half meals per- 
manently, and don’t listen to the family any 
more. When you have any ordinary ail- 
ment, particularly of a feverish sort, eat 
nothing at all bets | twenty-four hours. 
That will cure it 1 cure the stubborn- 
est cold in the head, too. No cold in the 
head can survive twenty-four hours’ unmod- 
ified starvation.”

“Long Pig.” 


In Fiji, and in parts of the Island of New 
Guinea, isolated cases of cannibalism are 
still occasionally found. They would be 
more frequent were it not for the watchful- 
ness and severity of the British govern- 
ment. 

A British traveler who visited these 
islands a few years ago said the natives 
still have a longing for “long pig,” which 
they say they like better than the four 
footed animal, although they are very fond 
of that. In the olden days they cut their 
victims open alive and tore their hearts out. 
Sometimes they would boil a man alive in 
a large caldron. They would never eat a 
man who had died a natural death. Some 
times they would cut men up gradually. 
using some f$olution to keep them alive for

Mastered Over Night. 
Brewster, the ornithologist, once spent 
some weeks at the village of St. Mary's, on 
the coast of Georgia. Mocking birds were 
abundant, and being protected by every one, 
were half-domesticated, building their nests 
in the shrubbery that surrounded the 
houses, and hopping about, like robins, upon 
the grass-plots and graveled walks.

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EARLY DAYS 


Real Estate Boom of '86-'87. By C. A. Sumner. 


CHAPTER Vil. | 

HERE lived in Los Angeles at that 
T time and still resides here, a national 

character, of which this chapter tells 
and widely-known gentleman in the Civil 
War, named Gen. Edward Bouton. He had 
the reputation of being absolutely fearless 
and of having done many marvelous things 
in the war. I do not want to say much 
about that part, or I should never stop, but 
there was one occasion in California when 
pure pluck and remarkable pistol skill 
stamped Gen. Bouton as more than a hero,

and I think will be interesting. | know the 
story well, but wishing to make sure I was 
correct, called on the General to have him 
check it up and get it straight, which he 
gladly did for me. , | 

However, I found that Mr. Charles F. 
Lummis had written a better account than 
I could do in his “Stories of Pioneer Dar- 
ing,” and as the General vouched for its 
truth, I cannot do better than give it here, 
in Mr. Lummis’s own words. He says: 

In July, 1879, Gen. Bouton had occasion 
to visit his great sheep ranch in the wild 
San Gorgonio Pass, California. The coun- 
try was then infested with notorious Mexi- 
can and American bandits, and travelers al- 
ways went armed. Gen. Bouton and his 
partner were driving along the moonlit for- 
est road, when three masked men sprang 
suddenly from the bushes and thrust in their 
faces a double-barreled shotgun and two 
six-shooters, at the same time seizing their 
horses. 

Tt was understood that the general was 
carrying $18,000 to buy a band of 9000 sheep, 
and this the highwaymen were after. They 
made the travelers dismount and fastened 
their arms behind them with chains, closing 
the links with a pair of pincers. Another 
chain was similarly fastened about Gen. 
Bouton'’s neck, and one of the desperadoes, 
a cocked revolver in hand, led him along by 
this, while the other two held shotgun and 
revolver ready to shoot at the slightest re- 
sistance of the prisoner. : 

So the strange procession started off, the 
highwaymen desiring to march their prison- 
ers away from the road to some secluded 
spot where the bodies could be safely con- 
cealed. Their intention to rob and then 


murder,@ully established by later develop- 


ments, was perfectly understood by the cap- 
tives and the general decided if he must 
die, he would die trying. As they trod the 
lonely path in silence, he felt along the 
chain which secured his wrist, with utmost 
caution, lest the bandit behind with a 
cocked shotgun should perceive his intent. 
Slowly and noigelessly he groped, till he 
found a link which was not perfectly closed: 
and, putting all his strength into a supreme 
effort (but guarded one,) he wrenched the 
link still wider open, and managed to un- 
hook it. Without changing the position of 
his hands perceptibly he began to draw his 
right cautiously up towards his hip pocket. 
Just as it rested on the grip of the small 
revolver concealed there, the highwayman 
behind saw what be was at, and with a 
shout threw the shotgun, to his shoulder. 
But before he could ‘pull the trigger, Bouton 
had snatched out his pistol, wheeled about, 
and shot him down. The desperado who

work and adamantine firmness, three shots 
in half as many seconds, and every shot a 
counter. 

The Real Estate Boom. 


In 1879 Los Angeles was at a standstill 
so far as business was concerned. Many 


people left, some went north and some 
to Arizona. I went to San Francisca 
and later to Portland and Cincinnati, return- 
ing to San Francisco in October, 1883, where 
I went into business with the real estate 
firm of Bovee, Toy & Co., under the Lick 
House, Montgomery street. 

We began to get rumors of lively times in 
Los Angeles, the arrival of the Santa Fe 
Railroad giving the citizens the much prom- 
ised competition, and I finally decided to re 
turn to my first love. July, 1886, saw me 
back here, and I opened a real estate office 
at No. 14 North Spring street, making a 
specialty of selling lots in tracts at auction

auction held here, 
was the Sever 
ance Tract 
tween Adams gnd 
Mattie streets, 
now Twenty- 
eighth street. It 
contained twenty- 

three lots with Severance street running 
through it, being part of the home place 
of Madame Severance of national renown. 


The sale was held in a large marquee on 
Adams street. I had a stand there with a 
map of the tract behind it, and provided 
chairs for the prospective buyers. The 


newspapers had been particularly kind in Sch 


writing up the sale in addition to the adver- 
tising I gave out, so that there was a good 
crowd, and wonder to behold—a large sprink- 
ling of ladies. The novelty appealed to the 
gentle sex, and I soon had them bidding 
against each other. : 


The sale took place on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 15, 1886. The first lot was sold to 
Mr. Andrew Conlan for $600, and the rest 
from $500 up to $1000 each, those on Adams 
street bringing $3100 and $3300: the whole 
sale realized a little shert of $20,000, which 
was $2000 over the estimate. That was a 
good starter and we all got excited. In my 
office when the several buyers settled up 
for their purchase, there was almost another 
auction. One buyer would offer to sell his 
lot at a profit, and another would take him 
up... Mr. Eshman, I remember, cajoled Mr. 
Zeliner into selling a lot he bought, for $50 
advance, but before the papers were made 
out Mr. Zelliner bought it back at a further 
advance of $50, then amidst laughter all 
round, the sale was closed. 

The next sale I had was the Ellis Tract, 
which Messrs. Charles Ellis, L. T. Garnsey 
and Dan McFarland subdivided. It consisted

Selling Hills, 


About the craziest sale, however, I ever 
held was in the hills, almost mountains, be- 
tween the end of Downey avenue and Pasa- 
dena avenue, about on the highest point 
Mr. Dwight Whiting acquired the property, 
and did not know what to do with it. We 
looked it over, we couldn't climb it exactly, 


and he decided to lay it out in twenty-five- 


foot lots, and give it to me for sale. It be- 
‘ng impossible to hold the sale on the 
grounds, I hired a hall on Spring street, ad- 
vertised well, and got a crowd together. In 
about two hours I had the lots mostly sold, 
at prices that commenced at $100 and finally 
dwindled to $9. Then we' quit. I think $9 
for a lot was the low record during the boom. 

The largest sale, though, I engineered was 
Orange Heights fronting on Seventh street, 
Orange, Ingraham and Sixth streets, Witmer 
running through it. There were sixty-seven 
lots in the tract, which was owned by Mr. 
George R. Shatto. The sale was held on 
the present site of the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital, on the 15th of June, 1887. Among the 
ligf of buyers were Dr. J. M. Boal, $6850 for 
a lot on Orange street, 100x300; Thomas 
Bradshaw, who bought ten lots in the old 
gully at prices ranging from $300 to $700 
each; Louis Gottschalk, $940; H. A. Unruh, 
$1400: Thomas C. Knapp, $1725; J. W. Me- 
Kinley, $1700; BE, Cawston, $1850 and $2050 
for two lots on Seventh street; F. Moss, 
$1400; J. O'Hara, $1220, and many others. 
The sale footed up over $100,000, and took 
little over two hours’ time. There was no 
transportation nearer than Sixth and 
Figueroa, though later on the cable was run 
on Seventh street. 

Rear in mind, no streets were graded, only 
roughly ploughed up, water pipes were laid 
on the surface of the streets, and taken away 
afterwards for another tract, and yet no one 
kieked. All were making money, reselling 
at a profit, until finally a settlement took 
place, and then came a slump. 


The last tract I sold in 1887 was on the 
15th of December, the Overton Tract, be- 
tween Tenth and Eleventh, west of Figueroa 
street. There were thirty lots there, prices 
ranging from $750 to $2400. Count Von 
midt bought one; John Chanslor, J. M. 
Taylor, R. T. Bishop, J. 8. Towner, George 
B. Forgy, H: P, Anderson, K. M. Ham and 
I. N. Cochran were also buyers Every lot 
sold with spirited bidding but alas, the boom 
broke and next month lots could not be given 
away there. % 7 

All sorts of curious complications sprang 
up when titles were searched. I did not have 
any trouble with lots sold in tracts, as any 
flaws were straightened out before the prop- 
erty was put on the market. In other pieces 
it was different. 

At one time, in August, 1886, I sold for the 
Episcopal Church a tot on Flower street, 
near Seventh, to Capt. Skinner, afterwards 
Chief of Police, for $3000, but the lawyers 
would not pass title because ‘unfortunately, 
the church had never been incorporated and 
so according to law did not exist. Maj. H. 
T. Lee was the attorney for the church and 
had several interviews with me endeavoring 
to unrhvel the tangle. Finally we found the 
original owner who had sold to the church, 
so took a deed from him as well as the 
church trustees and in this way the abstract

Later on a number of successful auction 
sales were held, but 1887 was the banner 
year. In addition to my firm, Easton & 
Eldridge, and Walter Newhall came down 
from San Francisco, opened offices and con- 
ducted sales here and Northcroft & Clark of 
Los Angeles, also held sales. The former 
firm sold L. J. Rose’s ranch in small acre- 
age lots in March, 1895, and I sold Cole- 
grove for Senator Cole in March, 1892. The 
lots contained five and ten acres each, and 
brought from $170 per acre to $270 per acre. 
Some of the buyers at that sale are still 
on the ground. 

Who Was Solid? 


To show how catching the real estate 
fever was in 1887 and how the microbes 
traveled, I will tell of a curious thing that 
happened in October of that year. To close 
the estate of the late C. C. Hastings of San 
Francisco, I was given the Hastings ranch 
of 1006 acres. beyond Lamanda Park to sell 
as a whole and the trustee, Mr. W. R. 
Phillips, came from New York to superin- 
tend the sale. 

I held an auction of the property in my 
office, a large storeroom at No. 54 North 
Main street, and thoroughly advertised it 
for a month prior to the date on which the 
sale was held. Two weeks before that day 
I had a letter from a gentleman in Des 
Moines, lowa (1 wish I could remember his 
name,) asking for maps and full data, which 
were sent him. The sale was held on Satur- 
day, October 1, 1887. Two days before that, 
a telegram arrived from the Des Moines 
man asking for lowest cash price, to which 
I replied “$400,000.” One hour before the 
time of sale, I received an answer. “Will 
give $400,000, draw for deposit if accepted.” 
The price quoted was the lowest figure at 
which the property could be sold. 

Mr. H. T. Lee was the attorney for the 
estate and agreed with me to close with the 
Des Moines man if no betté bids were 
made. The trustee was elated and you bet 
l was also. Four hundred thousand dollar 
sales were not made every day. I got on 


4 the stand, faced a fine crowd, did some talk- . 


ing and got a bid or two but not enough. 
whereupon I read my telegram, dismissed 
the audience and, as I thought, closed the 
sale to the Des Moines man. The telegram 
I gent read, “Property yours, drawn for 
$10,000.” Would you believe ft, I never 
heard another word. The draft was re 
turned “party unknown.” Not a vestige to 
show who the man was, what he was or 
why the hoax. The man couldn't be traced 
and TIT did not make the sale.

Strength not Always Health. 


Here are sensible remarks by that keen 
observer of human nature, Dr. Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes:

The muscles are great 
sponges, that suck up and make use of large 
quantities of blood, and the other organs 
must be liable to suffer for want of their 
share.” 


Why They Differ. 
A correspondent asks: 
“If errors in diet, or manner of eating, 


are responsible for adenoids, chronic ton- 


silitis, early decay of the teeth and such 
troubles of childhood and adolescence, why 
is it that one child of several in a family, 
all eating at the same table, will have some 
or all of these troubles, while the other chil- 
dren of the same family will be free from 
such?” 

To this I reply: Why does one child of 
a family become a genius, while the others 
are intellectually backward? »

The best fertilizer for roses is well-rotted 
stable manure, but this may be insufficient 
in immediately available plant food, so it 
is well to use a superphosphate containing 
not less than one-fourth soluble phosphate.

The chances are good 
for you to become a confirmed “limist.” 
Lime is a natura] remedy that will cure 
many fills in agriculture. 
Do not attempt to grow tree ferns, tropt- 
cal or delicate palms, etc., except in soil 
rich in humus. This is best obtained from 
seasoned leaf mold or a compost heap 
rich in well-rotted vegetation. Leaf mold 
should be removed from its native “lair” 
for a year before use, kept wet and well 
rotted before put about plants. The tannic 
acid in oak leaves is injurious to many 
plants, but if leaf mold is kept apart from 
new supply for a year and well wetted it 
will do no harm.

New York City has four park superin- 
tendents who each receive $4000 a year. 
Chicago has three superintendents of parks 
who are paid respectively (and respect 
ably) $6500, $5000, and $4000.

Another time I sold a traveler from Chi- 
cago ten acres on Sixth street between Wit- 
mer and Columbia streets for $19,000. He 
paid $250. deposit and asked to have the 
papers sent to a certain bank in Chicago, 
when he would pay the balance of the 
money. I! carried out his instructions but 
the papers were all sent back with an en- 
dorsement of “refused” on them. So that 
sale didn't go through either.

Cawston from Grey Friars. . 


On the steamer from San Francisco in 
June, 1886, on which I returned to Los An- 
geles, | met an Englishman who turned out 
to be from my old school In England, both 


of us having been educated at Charterhouse, 
where Thackeray learned his classics, This 


school figured in several of his books as 


Grey Friars, which readers of his works will 
remember. 

Well, | was walking on the deck when I 
spied this young man with a pink cricket 
cap on his head, which at once reminded 
me of my éarlier days for it was the club 
cap used at Charterhouse School. Upon 
making myself acquainted 1 found it was 
Edwin Cawston who had just left school and 
was on his way round the world. Naturally 
We became much interested in each other, 
and I persuaded him to make a longer stay 
in Los Angeles than he at first Intended and 
later on he took up the idea of starting an 
ostrich farm here. There were two broth- 
ers here then, just out from Eneland, named 
Hoyle, Petrie and Percy Hoyle, and they 
joined Cawston in a trip to Africa, where 
they chartered a schooner, bought some ten 
or a dozén ostriches and safled back with 
them to New Orleans and then by train to 


Los Angeles. The first place in which 


Ca-vston had the birds was Washington 
Gardens, corner of Main and Washington 
streets, at that time run as a sort of zoo- 
logical gardens by a man named Dave Wal- 
dron This, I think, was the first lot of 
ostriches on exhibition in Southern Call 
fornia, although Dr. Sketchley had a few on 
a farm where Griffith Park now stands. 
Some time after this Cawston bought 
some land at Norwalk and went extensively 


{nto raising the birds and made his name 


and reputation there, but being a born ad- 
vertiser and never losing on opportunity 
fo show his birds and get the admission fee, 
he took some to the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago and I think sold most of them after- 
wards at high prices to different zoological 
gardens and show men. Then he started 


. the South Pasadena Ostrich Farm and made 


@ great success, both in raising birds and 
selling feathers. He is now back in England 
living on his income, but the Ostrich Farm 
is as popular as ever. 


The First Electric Car. 


The first electric car line was started by 
Col. Howland in 1886. It ran from Pico and 
Main streets out Pico street to about Ver- 
mont avenue and was used to bring into the 
market a section of country laid out by Col. 
Howland in lots and known as Pico Heights. 
The sale was a system of lottery; each pur- 


ms chaser bought a chance for a lot for $300, 


paying $10 a month. There were a dozen or 


-so small houses bullt, the streets were 


roaded up, and water pipes laid. Then when 
all the lots were paid for, a drawing took 
place, and some secured a lot on Pico street, 


some a house and lot, and others a hole in 


the ground. As a matter of fact the worst 
lot was really worth the money at the time 
the distribution was made. although several 
thought otherwise, but those on Pico street 
and the better lots were worth considerably 
more. 

The car line as a means of transportation. 
however, was not a success as the ma- 
chinery was inadequate and equipment mis- 
erable. The order to “get out and push” 
was often heard and ff not obeved the car 
didn’t move and that was all there Was to 
it. Eventually the line was wrecked and 
fell into disuse until the Los Angeles Rafl- 
way Company took over the franchise. Oc- 
casionally I recognize one of the old houses

Swindies in Real Estate. 


Considering the numbers of people en- 
gaged and how thoroughly irresponsible 
many of them were, it is Surprising no more 


frauds were perpetrated than were pulled 
off upon the unsuspecting public. However, 
one name stands out very prominently 
among the operators of those days, namely, 
G. Hamilton Griffin, who lasted about a year 
and succeeded in swindling a vast number 
of tender feet. He was a tall, swarthy 
Cuban, dressed well, wore a silk hat, sat in 
the back seat of a carriage driven by a col- 
ored man and always had a bundle of legal- 
looking papers in his hands. I have seen 
him walk across a street in a crowded thor- 
oughfare and drop all his papers in the mid- 
dle of the road, so that the traffic had to stop 
for him to recover his possessions and then, 
of course, people asked who he was, etc. 

Well, this man disappeared suddenly and 
was mourned by many. Later on we heard 
he was arrested in Victoria, B. C., for 
swindling and sent to the pen for a period 
of years. 

I came across one of his swindles a little 
later. A non-resident wrote to me request- 
ing I take charge of a house and lot of his 
on Fourteenth street near Main and report 
conditions as hie had received no rent lately. 
1 found the house occupied by a Mexican 
lady and her family. She claimed she Owned 

the property and showed me a deed to her- 
self from J. Hamilton Griffin, also a certifi- 
cate of title signed by him, stating property 
was his and clear of incumbrance. 

She said she paid $600 for the place, and 
no doubt she did, for it was worth at least 
$2000. I pitied her but I had nothing else to 
do but bring suit of ejectment and have the 
Sheriff put her out. r, 

There were probally many other cases, 
but this was the only one that came before 
my personal notice. 

All sorts of schemes were tried to force 
sales of lots. One was to advertise that the 

commencement of the sale of léts would 


take place at a certain place and time and— 


then hire a lot of men and boys to stand in 
line, thus drawing attention to the rush to 
secure the bargains. 7 


Santa Fe Boomed Azusa. 


Azusa was started as a city when the 
Santa Fe came along, and there was a line a 
block long waiting to buy when the lots were 


first offered. I remember I had a messenger 
‘boy in the crowd who was well up in the 
line and when a capitalist from Missouri 
came along I sold him the position for $50 
instead of buying a lot myself on the prin 
ciple of small profits and quick returns. 

One of the gentlemen connected with the 
prospective city was asked how he had the 
nerve to lay out a town in such a river wash, 
whereupon he replied, “Well, what else is it 
good for? It is all rocks and boulders.” 

However Azusa is only one of many in- 
stances where big results have grown from 
-mighty small beginnings. 

The fine property belonging to the Long 
street family on Adams street, Grand ave 
nue, Twenty-third street and Figueroa, had 
been sold out in lots early in 1887, but the 


house was still standing in the middle. A. 


syndicate was quickly formed to get posses-: 
sion of the strip between Hope, Flower, 
Adams and Twenty-third street, including 
the house with Palm Drive in the middle. 
No one, except those concerned, knew what 
was in the wind but I suspected some 
scheme when I found several lots had 
changed hands, so purchased the northwest 
corner of Adams and Palm Drive for $1500. 
It was not long before I had a nibble and 
an offer for the lot, but being somewhat of 
a hog, stuck out for a good figure, eventually | 
getting $3500 for the plece. 

It then developed the scheme was a lot- 
tery, twenty-four or more lots were put in 
the plat, with the large house as a bait. The 
lots were sold for $3000 each, with a-chance 
when the drawing took place, of securing 
the three-story house and four lots into the 
bargain. 

Most of the lots had been repurchased for 
somewhere about $1000 each, so the profits 
were fairly good. I forget all who were in 
this deal, but R. W. Burnham and his part- 
ner, Mackie; W. G. Krutz of Chicago; R. 
Zeliner and Mr. Gill were the principal ones 
who made the killing. I quite forget who 


wards sold to Mr. Singleton of Yellow Aster 
fame, and later burned down. 


It must not be supposed that because s0 
much real estate was changing hands, that 
the agents were making untold wealth and 
laying by thousands of dollars. The office 
expenses of an ordinary agent doing a legit- 
imate commission business, were immense. 
For my office at No. 54 North Main street, 
formerly the banking place of the Los An- 
geles National Bank, I paid $200 a month 
rent and because of poor car service had to 
take customers in carriages every time they 
wanted to inspect a lot. At. one time I had 
four horses in my stable working steadily, 
and even then had a livery bill for extra 
teams, 


In an article that appeared in a local 
paper in Los Angeles at the end of 1887 on 
the real estate condition, Frank McCoye 
claimed his carriage bill ran over $200 on 
the previous week, and an auctioneer said 
On one sale he spent $260 for band music. 

Many of the land sales were advertised by 
means of bands of music, but I never used 
this method, though newspaper advertising 
and printed material cost me between $900 
and $1000 for the sale of Orange Heights 
and I was abliged to employ extra help for 
® month previous. As it was, my regular 
salary roll footed up nearly $500 a month, 
and this was outside those clerks that 
worked on commission. Even the hack 
drivers and waiters held us up when they 
claimed they sent a buyer. an 


Among my customers at auction sales, | 
should say my regular customers, was a gen- 
tleman named Sorabjee, who had been curi- 
ously mixed up with me in former days. 
After attending one sale and purchasing 2 
lot, he came to my office to have the neces- 
sary papers drawn, and remarked he had 
betver write his name for me as he was sure 
! could not spell it. He proceeded to write 
on a scratch pad, and handed me the paper. 
when I read the name “Edulgee Sorabjee” 
and quickly pronounced it, much to the gen- 
tleman’s surprise. But when I told him the 
name was familiar to me as years before | 
had a Parsee by that name ag agent in Bom- 
bay who used to consign cotton to me in 
London and take back consignments of 
cloth, “I am that man,” says Sorabjee, “and 
you must be the Sumner of Woodhouse. 
Sumner & Co., of London and Liverpool.” ! 
said I was. To prove my words I subscribed 
the firm’s signature as I used to write it, 
which he at once recognized. So we shook 
hands and became good friends, until he 
died here a few years ago. How small this 
world is after all!

So I think you're quite a pattern 
For persistency and pluck— 
An example to all persons 
Who are down and out of luck. 
Seeing you creep daily upward, 
Looking always toward the sky, 
They should grasp whatever offers, 
Wind about and climb on high. 
Not many persons would want to consider > 
the poison oak as a plant of “lovey” dispost 
tion. Most persons, in fact, think of it as 
being possessed of evil intentions, and ac-. 
cuse it with “malice aforethought,” and 
with “lying in wait to catch whom it might 
estroy.” Yet under the right conditions it 
is a “lovey” plant of a clinging disposition. 
To most persons it is familiar as a bush—a 
slender one, it is true, but nevertheless a. 
true bush. But many of these same persons 
never recognize it at all, when, in some 
moist canyon, they see it climbing the trunk 
of a spruce. They take it then for an ivy of 
some sort—and very naturally, too, for it at- 
taches itself to the bark by aerial rootlets, 
Just as an ivy does. 


_T remember with what surprise 1 first 
learned that the poison oak led a sort of 
Jekyll-Hyde existence; that on the dry ‘oot- 
hills and exposed mountain slopes it is a 
bush, while in locations of shade and mois. 
ture it becomes an ivy-like vine. | 

The botanical name of the poison oak is 
Rhus diversiloba. Now the “Rhus” shows 
us t it is a sister of the sumacs—which 
is another surprise. In fact, the shrub—or 
vine, as the case may be—is full of surprises. 
That it is a profuse bearer of flowers fs one 
of them. Few persons ever note that it 
bears flowers. Yet the shrub has a distinct 
beauty in April and May which largely 
comes from the full racemes of greenish- 
white flowers. At that time it is quite as at- 
tractive to me as when—from midsummer 
until it sheds its leaves in the fall—it is 
ablaze with red and crimson leaves. 


The poison oak is the one shrub that re 
lieves the dull, monotonous tone of the foot- 
hill foliage in the fall. It is then that its 
bright foliage lures many a stranger to one 
of the most unpleasant experiences of his 
life. For the said stranger is quite apt to 
be subject to its baneful poison, and pays 
the penalty of gathering a bunch of the 
crimson-leaved branches by nursing a pain- 
ful and distressing skin eruption. Some 
persons are immune to its poison among 
whom the writer is fortunately one—but 
from my own observation, I do not think the 
number is greater than one out of three or 
four. 1 have noticed that horses and other 
trail animals seem to be immune. Most of 
them exhibit a fondness for it as forage, and 
unerringty pick it out from among the other 
shrubs, even while moving along the trail 
with pack train. |

HE “lovey” flowers are those of cling- 
T ing and climbing habits. We usually 
call them vines, Some of them are of 
annual, herb-like growth, while others are 
woody and shrubby. The genuine ones are 
of three sorts: 
(1.) Some have tendrils with which to 
attach themselves. 

(2.) Others anchor themselves by means 
of aerial rootlets. 

(3.) ome climb by winding their stalks 
about other. plants. 

To these might be added a fourth sort, if 
we are willing to admit to the “loving” cir 
cle the climbing pentstemon, purple nemoph- 
fla, and some others which make a prac-

tice of leaning up against stronger plants 
for support. But ag this is a presumptuous 
sort of a proceeding, we shall cast them 
out. 

7 Of our tendril-bearing plants, none is 
commoner or better known than the wild 
cucumber (Micrampelis macrocarpa.) The 
Spanish called it “chilacayote.” Of late this 
name seems to have been growing in favor 
for common use—which is to be com. 
mended, as almost any name is better than 
that of wild cucumber, for the fruit has 
scarcely any resemblance to that of the cul- 
tivated cucumber. 


Ordinarily the small, white, star-like flow- 
ers of the chilacayote are not very notice- 
able. They are of two kinds, staminate and 
pistillate. The staminate ones occur in ra- 
cemes of ten er a dozen, and sometimes, if 
the foliage is not too thick, make a fairly 
good showing. But the pistillate ones are 
-g0 inconspicuous that very few persons ever 
see them. They grow singly, one at the 
base of each stem which bears staminate 
flowers. You can find out where to look 
for them if you will first locate some which 
have already turned into the prickly pods. 

The chilacayote has an immense root. It 
is often six or eight inches thick; and three 
or four feet long. So it is small wonder that 
the plant is able to get an early start, and 
then to keep growing right along, no matter 
how dry the season may be. On account of 
* {ts large root, the plant is sometimes called 
“Man-in-the-ground.” Its larce root enables 
it to withstand the fires which sometimes 
sweep over the foothills and mountains, 
burning the chaparral down to mere stumps. 
After such a fire, the chilacayote is quite apt 
to be the first plant that sends up new 
foliage to hide the blackened surface of the 
land. And it is very successful with its ef 
forts in this line, too, for its vines are often 
fifteen or twenty feet long, ant are Uberally 
supplied with leaves. 

Children know all about the seeds of the 
chilacayote—how the “cucumber” is a prick- 
ly pod a couple of inches long, which splits 
open when it {fs ripe; how the inside is so 
clean and white that it fairy glistens: and 
how fine the dark seeds look fn their silvery 
boxes, all beautifully lined, It is said 
that Spanish and Mexican boys used these 
“cucumber beans” for marbles. They are 
hardly round enough for that, but I shouldn't

be surprised to learn that boys in the 
earlier days, of our region found the seeds 
well-adapted for flipping across the school 
room when the teacher wasn't looking—just 
as I have known boys to do in our own 
time. 

The way the chilacayote come up from 
the seed is an interesting operation. Most 
plants from the same sort of seeds send up 
two seed-leaves the first thing, from be- 
tween which then springs the stalk. But the 
chilacayote carefully keeps these two seed- 
leaves beneath the surface of the soil, and 
sends up the stalk by itself. Just why it 
does this, I don’t know.. Some persons say it 
is because the seed-leaves are so sweet 
and tender that the birds would snip them 
off as soon as they showed themselves above 
the ground. But it seems to me that they 
wouldn’t be so sweet and tender if they 


- didn’t keep themselves away from the light 


and air. 


The wild sweet peas, and their sisters the 
vetches, aré other tendril-climbers ef the 
“lotey flowers.” Their tendrils are at the 
ends of the compound leaflets, and are not a 
separate growth, as in the case of the chila- 
cayote. A difference that is sometimes noted 
between the vetches and wild sweet peas is 
that the former have tendrils and the latter 
do not. But this difference is not constant 
In fact, all of our Southern California wild 
sweet peas have good, serviceable tendrils: 
and they make use of them, as vou will very 
quickly find out when you try to separate 
the vines from the bushes over which they 
happen to be running. 


Most of the wild sweet peas may be classed 
emong the dainty ones of our wild flowers. 
We have two such which are very plentiful 
from Santa Barbara county south and éast. 
One of them (Lathyrus vestitus) is white- 
and-pink, and the other (athyrus viola 
ceus) is a light-violet or lavender. They are 
both delicately scented, and are altogether 
dainty and agreeable flowers. The Spanish 
called these flowers “Garvanza;” and be- 
cause the vines were so plentiful in the re- 
gion..which lies between Eagle Rock and 
South Pasadena the place was called “The 
Garvanza Hills.” In recent years these 
hills have been pretty well built over, but 
the sweet peas still cling to their favorite 
ancient home, and March until May 
cover the scattered patches of low chaparral 
which man hag not yet destroyed with their 
straggling vines. The  pink-and-white 
species seems to have the Garvanza hills all 
to itself, but the violet-tinted one may be 
found on the steep face of the hills south 
of the Arroyo Seco. 


The most glorious of all wild sweet peas 
is the crimson one whose particular home is 
in Orange, Riverside and San Diego coun- 
ties. The botanist who first described it 
recognized its exalted position among its 
sisters, for he named it “splendens” 
(Lathyrus splendens.) Its common name of 
“Pride of California” also does honor to 
its signal beauty. In every way it is the 
riotous, exuberant one of the wild sweet 
peas. Its vines are stronger and longer, its 
flower clusters more numerous, and the in- 
dividual flowers much larger than those of 
any of its sister species. It easily holds its 
own, too, with any of the cultivated sweet 
peas when used for trellis decoration. It ts 
now planted quite extensively for that pur- 
pose, and never fails to attract attention 
and win admiration from all who see it. It 
is in the wild, however, where it scores its 
greatest triumph. During March and April, 
the chaparral-covered hills of San Diego 
county are aglow with its rich crimson 
bloom. [Its season is shorter than that of 
the other wild sweet peas, but it paints its 
annual landscape so gloriously and so vivid- 
ly that the picture is unforgettable and un- 
fading. 


We may call the vetches.the humbler ie 
ters of the wild sweet peas. Thélir foliage 
is much the same, but the mass of vines is 
scarcely so attractive, and the flowers lack 
the beauty and “finish” of those of their 
more favored sisters. We have several 
species tn Southern California, but none of 
them is very plentiful, nor with attractive 
enourh flowers to claim general attention. 

The clematis are the most ambitious of 
all the “lovey flowers,” sometimes climbing 
to the tops of trees thirty or forty feet from 
the ground. There are two species of them 


in our region; an pint tieeiiaslid one (Clem- 
atis lasiantha,) which sometimes comes 
along as early as February or March; and a 
later one (Clematis ligusticifolia,) which 
blooms in midsummer. 
the larger and more showy flowers, but the 
other usually makes the more extensive and 
attractive display, climbing into the higher 
shrubs and trees, where, running out to the 
very end of the branches, it drops long gar- 
lands of flowers that often reach nearly to 
the ground. The home of the early one is 
on the foothills and lower parts of the 
mountains, while the other lives at higher 
altitudes, 


' The lower parts of the clematis vines are 
woody, but the upper parts die back during 
the late summer and fall months. They do 
their climbing and “loving” by means of 
the stems of their leaflets, which wrap 
themselves tightly around whatever they 
happen to come in contact with; and they 
hold on with a deathlike grip. I know of 
no vines that are harder to separate and dfs- 
entangle from their hosts than they. It is 
almost impossible to get free a section of 
any length, without first cutting the tightly 
wound leaf-stems. 

The clematis is often called Virgin’ 3 
bower,” a fanciful name which comes from 
its habit of converting some shrub into the 
semblance of a pure white, bowerlike re- 
treat. For the flowers are white, and the 
vines often completely cover the shrub or 
tree over which they run. The clematis 
are even more attractive when in seed than 
they are while in flower, for they become 
masses of finffy balls of plumy'  fly-away 
seeds. In this state, they are at first of a 
very pale green, but gradually change to a 
silvery straw color. And it is then that the 
children know it as “Old-man-of-the-moun- 
tain,” seeing in it a resemblance to a gray 
beard. 

Clematis flowers “are not what they seem.” 
In other words, Dame Nature has practiced 
“camouflage” on them, as she has on a great 
many others of our wild flowers. But of this 
I shall have something to say in a future 
chapter that will be devoted to flower dis- 
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SONG OF THE CLEMATIS. 


T grow on the hill, on its topmost crown,

Another plant which uses one of its parts 
as a tendril—which was not originally so 
intended—to help it on its upward way, is 
the climbing snapfragon. There are three 
or four species which go under this common 
name, although some of them have other 
common names which belong to them indi- 
vidually. They all climb, however, by using 
the flower stems or branches as tendrils. 
One of the prettiest of them, and perhaps the 
best known, is “Coulter’s snapdragon” (An- 
tirrhinum Coulterianum.) Its flowers are 
usually white, although they are sometimes 
violet, or purple-tinted. This is found al- 
most everywhere in Southern California, but 
is especialy plentiful on the foothills along 
the San Gabriel Mountains. This snap- 
‘dragon uses its leaf-stalks as tendrils when 
ever it has an opportunity, but ft doesn't

seem to be at all particular whether there is 
an opportunity or not, for we often find it 
growing quite free and alone. But the leaf- 
stems always have some twists and curves 


The early one has !in them, just to show, | suppose, what they 


could 'do if they only had the chance. The 
flowers are in spikes. 

In the same localities with the Coulter's 
snapdragon we are quite apt to find another 
species (Antirrhinum strictum) which is 
slenderer and more vinelike. Its flowers 
grow singly, and are violet-purple. This one 
is sometimes called “violet snapdragon,” but 
this name more properly belongs to a 
species which grows in Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties and further north. This 
latter species is Antirrhinum vagans. It has 
real violet flowers, and climb by using its 
flower stems as tendrils. It is the most 
vine-like of all our snapdragons, being of 
twine-like fineness, and often climbing to a 
height of five or six feet. It never could 
“get up in the world” at all if it were not 
for the sturdier plants to which it attaches 
itself, and which very accommodatingly 
lend it their support. , 

Wild morning glories are just wild morn- 
ing glories to most of us, “only that and 
nothing more.” They are without distinc- 
tion or difference, although there are many 
species of them. The botanists even divide 
them into two genera. They are all of 


the “lovey” sort, although some are much 
more lovingly inclined than others. We have 
about half-a-dozen native wild ones in South- 
ern California, and a couple which have 
come to us from foreign lands. One of 
these foreigners was brought from Europe 
as a garden flower. But it has run away 
from its keepers, and is now often found 
growing in the wild, In color, it is blue or 
purple, tinted with white. The other “out- 
lander” is the hated ‘“bindweed,” ‘which 
originally came from Europe, but which has 
been at home in the Eastern States for hun- 
dreds of years. It has the faculty of taking 
on the airs of a native wherever it may hap 
pen to settle. It is one of the greatest 
colonizers that the world has ever , and 
one of the greatest of field pests, well. 
Its pink-tinted white flowers and hastate 
leaves are familiar to nearly everybody. Its 
botanical name is Convolvulus arvensis 
None of our native morning glories are 
much of a field pest, although a couple of 
them are of a very friendly nature, and may 
be found living by the roadside and along 
the borders of the fields. Only one of them 
(Convolvulus occidentalis) has anything like 
the climbing and twining habits of the bind-

weed. And this one confines its “lovey” 
demonstrations largely to the region of the 
chaparral, where we sometimes find it grow- 
ing so luxuriantly and running over the 
bushes to such an extent that if completely 
hides the shrubbery. It often becomes a 
distinct blessing by running over a burned 
area, soon after the has occurred, and 
thus shading the ground while the forest- 
eover is getting a fresh start.

T HAS usually been the custom of writ- 
ers of popular articles, pertaining to 
the subject of serpents, to display their 
characters in the worst possible light; to 
depict principally the evil traits and revert 
very often ‘more or less to fiction rather 
than set forth facts, thereby intensifying 
along festered, hereditary prejudice to a 
very interesting and Ibenefical order of 
ures, 

In the following paragraphs will be re- 
corded ag nearly as possible the complete 
life story of the most common and widely 
distributed rattlesnake inhabiting Calli- 
fornia—the Pacific rattlesnake. However, 
many of the anatomical and habitual pe- 
culiarities to be hereafter mentioned are 
in some degree applicable to all of the 
_ other species and genera of this family of

sistance, and sometimes through the favor 
of fortune succeeds in eluding and destroy- 
ing the intruder by suddenly grasping it 
close behind the head and severing the 
spinal cord with its very sharp teeth. But 
more often it escapes without injury or in- 
juring to establish a new home elsewhere 

A family numbering usually from five to 
nine little ones is bestowed upon the fe 
male rattler, although I have known of as 
few as three and as many as fourteen, both 
of which numbers though are extremes and 
quite unusual, the average litter being eight. 
They usually arrive well along in the sum- 
mer or in the fall of the year. — : 

The baby snakes are usually ushered in 
to existence within their subterranean, dark 
but comfortable homes. At birth they are 
closely coiled or folded within small, very 
thin, transparent and delicate membraneous

-. being the home of one or more representa- 
tives, all of which are provided by nature 
with the means of inflicting dangerous and 
sometimes fatal wounds upon men and the 
larger animals. 
Perpetuating the Species. 


In the matter of perpetuating its species 
this snake is what is technically termed 
ovoviviparous-—-ovo from the Latin word 
meaning an egg and viviparous from the 
two Latin words vivus and parere, meaning 
to. bring forth. That is to say the young 
are first formed and developed within eggs. 
which, though, are retained within the body 
of the female and are there incubated and 
hatched, whereupon the fully developed 
youngsters enter into existence much in 
the same way as do the higher forms of 
life. 

Mrs. Rattler during the latter days of in- 
cubation carefully selects a safe and com- 
fortable refuge, preferably an abandoned 
burrow of a squirrel, rat or gopher which 
usually extends well below the surface of 
the earth or beneath a rock or log and 
which has usually been provided by its 
former occupant with a warm and protected 
sleeping apartment lined with shredded 
vegetable matter, fur, etc., also such situa- 
lions within crevices in rocks or fallen de- 
eaying logs. Such situations are chosen for 
ihe necessary warmth and even tempera- 
ture that they afford. Except when the 
weather is unusually warm she remains 
within her newly appropriated temporary 
home and only upon extreme occasions does 
she venture beyond the entrance thereto. 


She Will Steal a Home. 


It is not beyond her principles of propriety 
'o tae forcible possession of an already 
eccupied home should it happen to suit 
ver fanc#¥ and there, if opportunity offer dur- 
ing the altercation of ejectment, deal to the 
rightful occupant a fatal wound. The vic- 
tim ordinarily escapes to meet its death 
in the open but (ag is usual Under ordinary 
circumstances) is not trailed up and de- 
voured as Mrs. Rattler shows no evidence 
of appetite now. Occasionally the occupant, 
especially if a squirrel or a rat, in defense 
of its home, itself or its offspring offers re- 
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sacks ftom which they almost immediately 
or very soon free themselves. By a straight- 
ening out of the body the head is thrust for- 
ward through the envelope and the counter- 
part of the parent issues forth to master its 
problems of life, unassisted, with the same 
traits and the same provisions of support. 


Born Fully Armed. 


The instafit that it emerges into the out- 
side, or, more properly, subterranean world, 
it is fully provided with all the. necessities 
for an entirely tndenendent existence, is 
supplied with the poisonous fluid vitally es- 
sential to its further development and the 
means and power of its administration. It 
is*now fully capable of destroying any of 
the lesser creatures which might serve it as 
food and now js a factor in the balance of 
nature—a tiny: prop to destiny. 

In captivity, and no doubt the same under 
natural circumstances, upon the arrival of 
her family the mother snake becomes more 
alert, irritable and aggressive, resenting the 
least intrusion, hissing, rattling and finally 
viciously striking upon being too closely ap- 
proached, but thereafter, if allowed, retreat- 
ing to the furthermost limit of her con- 
fines, never obtruding. This more. than 
usual viciousness is surely an unmistakable 
demonstration of parental concern for the 
safety of its young. The little ones soon, or 
almost immediately, fo“'ow the mother to 
her limited retrbat and there crawl and rest 
upon her body or between her cofls, darting 
out their tiny tongues in defiance. This was 
their lesson in the art of defense but entire- 
ly unnecessary, as nature has alreafly pro- 
vided the means of self-preservation even at 
this early age. 

But this motherly interest in the offspring 
and filial affection seem soon to be forgot- 
ten, for within a few hours, probably thirty- 
six at most, such demonstrations of appar 


ent relative attachments are no longer no- 


ticeable. 

The parent makes no further-showing of 
interest in the future of her family and the 
little snakes, now entirely dependent upon 
their own resources, show no concerns for 
their mother nor for one another.

Born with the “Button.” 


At birth they measure from nine to ten 
inches in length and possess only the thin, 


blunt, horny covering over the tips of the 


tail, and known as the button, but soon to 
become the -irst segment or joint of the 
rattle. 

Very soon now they shed or cast‘off their 
skins, and within six to nine weeks, having 
partaken of considerable food and in con- 
sequence their growth having been pro- 
moted, they again cast off their outgrown 
covering for a new and roomier skin. At 
this time the

partly formed segment is observed to 
growing out. 

The button is now free from the body but 
retained by being well turned or crimped 
over the enlarged tip projecting from the 
segment now developing. This first seg: 
ment or button soon becomes, as does each 
succeeding segment so freed from the body, 
very crisp though tough and springy, and

pow when vibrated very fast, as is the habit 


of the possessor, emits in miniature that 
characteristic, keen, penetrating, buzzing 
sound peculiar to these snakes, all of which 
are native of North,. Central and South 
America, but of which most of the known 
species are peculiar to the United States and 
by far the greatest number resident of the 
southwestern portion. 

This sound is produced by multitudinous, 
sudden, violent contacts of this crisp horny 
shell—the button—against the enlarged tip- 
over Which it is loosely but securely crimped 
and upon one another, each acting as a 
sounding board for its own vibrations. It 
has been estimated by scientific experiment 
that the tip of the tail may, by a healthy, 
strong rattlesnake, be vibrated more than 
fifty times a second, and I have known of 
this rattling to be continued without inter- 
mission for nearly two hours, though 
times moderating slightly in intensity. Al- 
lowing for his moderation in movement of 
the tail and adopting an average of forty 
vibrations per second in one and one-half 
hours, as the time of rattling without inter- 
mission, the snake in this instance exer- 
cised the ‘muscles of its tail more than 
216,000 times without stopping to rest. Quite 
wonderful, is it not? But only one of the 
many wonderful things in nature. 

We have rather drifted away from and 
forgotten the little snakes who had just ac- 
complished their second molt and developed 
the muscles of this wonderful operative 
rattle, but returning thereto:

seenis ever to forget it and is fearful of it 
ever afterward, Some creatures seem to 
know instinctively, without ever seeing the 
author, that this shrill buzzing sound ema- 
nates from a dangerous source. Thus would 
it be protected from creatures which prob- 
ably existed, preyed upon and destroyed the 
harmless species in ages gone by, those 
creatures now long extinct or changed in 
habit of feeding and existing in other locali- 
ties, Also to make its presence known and 
prevent its being trampled under foot by 
the large-hoofed and other animals of this 
age and those of the past and which con- 
gregated and migrated in large droves or 
herds. 3 

New forms of life have evolved since its 
advent into existence or found their way 
into its habitats and the rattle now appears 
to be more a detriment than an advantage 
to ite possessor. This keen characteristic 
sound having once become familiar to man, 
at the present time its greatest enemy, dis- 
closes its presence and whereabouts and 
usually invites certain destruction. 

Were it not for the fact that most species 
inhabit to a great degree areas-so far un- 
suited to most pursuits of man, they would 
have been long since practically extermi- 
nated as already have some other species 
and most of the individuals of this species 
which were colonized upon and inhabiting 
the lower tillable lands, most of which have 
been encroached upon by civilization. The 
rattle is usually, though not always, sounded 
upon the close approach of any of the large 
creatures, but never when attacking and 
poisoning its prey, which, if of any appre- 
able size and capable of offering any appre- 
ciable resistance, is always inoculated with 
the venom. If, however, the stricken crea- 
ture, in its blind struggles to escape, hap- 
pens to advance toward the snake, it 
sounds the warning rattle of intending 
ther injury. 
What They Eat. 


The food of the fully-grown rattlesnake 
consists of rats, gophers, squirrels, mice 
and young rabbits, and occasionally. birds 
are eaten but are seldom obtainable. With 
the exception of the birds, which, as just 
stated, form a very small part of their food, 
all of these animals are very destructive to 
crops.
